Month’s delay to allow both sides to explain plans 

Report on Fleet Street postponed

The Royal Commission oh 
the Press yesterday agreed to 
postpone its inrerim report on 
the financial plight of Fleet 
Street for a month to- allow 
employers and unions toi ex¬ 
plain" hour they are putting the 
Industry’s house in order:

2 The unions would cooperate in 
the introduction of new technology 
and methods. 

3. The system of casual employ- 
mem on Fleet Street to be exam¬ 
ined by a joint working party, 
with employers accepting “their 
social obligations to all those in 
the-industry “. 

4-. Voluntary redundancy, early 
retirement and “ adequate pension 
schemes ** to be jointly examined 
by the two sides.

The .unions added that they 
were anxious to see the estab¬ 
lishment of a firm base for the 
future development on mutually 
determined policies to deal 
with the challenge presented by 
new technology and methods. 

That heartening attitude by 


the unions, which have often 
sought to avoid the issue of 
modernizing newspaper produc¬ 
tion, has dearly convinced the 
commission that postponement 
of the interim report to ayvaif 
the joint submission of the two 
sides is worth-while. 

The TUC printing industries 
committee covers in its eight* 
page set of proposals to the 
NPA all the contentious areas 
of trade union activity in the 
national newspapers: demarca¬ 
tion and related, difficulties; 
the issue of redundancies; the 
difficutly presented by inade¬ 
quate pension arrangements; 
retraining, and the abolition of 
casual employment in the indus¬ 
try. 

In their conclusion to the 
document the unions hope that 
the proprietors will accept their 
ideas as a new way in which 
the industry can tackle posi¬ 
tively the difficult issues facing 
Fleet Street. The TUC com¬ 
mittee’s paper is being used as 
a strating point for moves to¬ 
wards the joim submission. 


Men ‘used poison threat to 
blackmail food company 9 


Two men tried to blackmail 
Cadbury-Sdrweppes for £80,000 
by threatening to contaminate 
some of the company’s products 
with poison and then to distri¬ 
bute them through retailers, -a 
jury at Birmingham Crown 
Court was told yesterday by Mr 
Brian Escott: Cox, QC, for the 
prosecution. 

. - The demands, he said, were 
made to the company’s directors 
using the code number 21 and 
they spoke of carnage if the 
demands were not met. 

;• Mr Escott Cox added that in 
support of their demands the 
men sent the company an en¬ 
velope containing enough 
strychnine to kill a hundred 
people and a note saying that 
the poison had been put in 
6,000 boxes of Cadbury’s Smash 
and in Cuppa soups. 

John Christopher Curley, aged 
30, of Ford Park, inversion, 
Cumbria, and Francis James 


Mullally, aged 32, of Whitebeam 
Road, Chelmsley Wood, Bir¬ 
mingham, denied making an 
unwarranted demand for £80,000 
from Cadbury-Schweppes with 
menaces. 

Mr Curley also pleaded not 
guilty to stealing, a bottle of 
tincture of aconite and other 
poisons, and stealing' a book. 
Guide to . Key British Enter¬ 
prises. from ’Cumbria County 
Council. Mr MullaUy denied dis¬ 
honestly assisting in the reten¬ 
tion of stolen poisons. 

Mr Escott Cox said that on 
February 26 last year, a man 
telephoned to the home of Mr

He said that a sample quantity 
of the company’s products, con¬ 
taminated with poisons, had 
been sent to the company with a 
letter demanding money.

Woman workers 
refuse to end 
longer breaks

Scots judge 
calls 

for stiffer 
sentences

Lord Wheatley, Lord Justice- 
Clerk, yesterday urged courts 
to take stern measures to try 
to reduce Scotland’s rising 
murder figures. 

Statistics showed that last 
year Scotland ranked as 
Western Europe's third most 
violent country, with a total of 
53 murders. 

Lord Wheatley said he would 
impose stiffer sentences on 
people using offensive weapons. 
He was speaking at the High 
Court in Edinburgh before sen¬ 
tencing Simon Peter McAleer, 
aged 34, an oil rig labourer, to 
six years’ imprisonment for a 
knife attack on a man in an 
Aberdeen bar. 

He said: “ The public- has 
rightly been disturbed recently 
by the large increase in the 
number of murders in Scotland. 
Many of these have stemmed 
from this sort of incident. 

“With the removal of capi¬ 
tal punishment it seems to me 
that one way to bring down the 
□umber of murders arising out 
of incidents of this nature is to 
make sure that those who com¬ 
mit assaults resulting in death 
or serious injury should be 
seriously dealt with.” 

Lord Wheatley added that if 
courts took a serious view of 
the use of offensive weapons 
the murder rate in Scotland 
might be reduced. 

Mr McAleer had pleaded 
guilty to stabbing Mr George 
Davidson, of Ferrier Crescent, 
Aberdeen, twice in the back. 


Mr Mason threatens 
to resign over cuts

Mr Mason, Secretary of State 
for Defence, told the Commons 
yesterday that he could not 
accept defence cuts that jeop¬ 
ardized the security of the 
Western alliance. 

His resignation threat came 
after that of Mr Rodgers, 
Minister of .State for Defence, 
who has said that he could not 
remain a member of a govern^ 

raent whose policy impaired 
Western security. 

Mr Mason said : “ If defence 
spending has to be cut it is 
my duty to make sure that it 
does not impinge on our Nato 
i commitments and the part we 
] play in that alliance”. 

J It was right that when social 


services programmes were com¬ 
ing under scrutiny defence 
spending should as well. But he 
added: “ It may be possible to 
cut back on the tail end of our 
combat capability without 
affecting the teeth 

He made clear, however, that 
the Government had not yet 
completed its review of public 
spending. There were thus no 
proposed cuts for Nato to react 
to. 

The last Defence Review had 
not impaired Western security 


and he was hopeful that the 
present review would not impair 
it either. 

But he counselled caution on 
the idea for a European defence 
community suggested in a’ 
report by Mr Tindemans, Prime 
Minister of Belgium. It would 
be difficult to organize because 
some of the Nato allies were 
not members of the European 
Community. 

Mr Mason’s apparent reassur¬ 
ances on threatened cuts in; 
defence spending were wel¬ 
comed by the Armed Forces 
last night, as was a defence by 
Mr Rodgers of the Multi-Role 
Combat Aircraft (MRCA), the - 
Anfdo-lGerman-Italian swing¬ 
wing aircraft whose future 
conies under official and un¬ 
official scrutiny whenever 
defence spending is reviewed. 

Mr Rodgers said studies had 
just been completed of the 
fighter version, as opposed to 
the strike model. A decision to 
move on to full development 
had still to be taken. 

But he added : “ On the facts 
at our disposal there is no way 
of ensuring the air defence of 
Britain more cheaply rhan the 
present proposals.” All three 
countries are buying the strike 
version, bui the fighter is being 
developed for Britain alone.

Woman removed for refusing to be silent 
at inquiry into Colchester by-pass plan

A Department of the Environ¬ 
ment official removed a woman 
yesterday from a public inquiry 
into a proposed £llm road, 
through rural Essex. 

Earlier, plainclothes police¬ 
men'had sat among the public 
during the first day of the in¬ 
quiry because it was feared that 
objectors would disrupt it, but 
there was no disruption. 

The woman. Mrs Pamela

Mrs Johnson, who said her 
conscience would not allow her 
to be silent, was supporting a 
procedural submission by Mr 
John Tyme, of the national Con¬ 
servation Society. He. said lhe 
inquiry was illegal. 

Mr Tyme, a lecturer at Shef¬ 
field Polytechnic, has cam¬ 
paigned at nine previous in¬ 
quiries against road develop¬ 
ment wherever it threatened 
foe countryside. 

Last year he and his sup¬ 
porters forced an adjournment 
of the Aire Valley road inquu? 
in West Yorkshire amid demon¬ 
strations by objectors. 

Mr Tyme, who yesterday 


represented 73 objectors, made 
six points in support of his. 
submissions that the inquiry was 
illegal. They included the 
absence of established rules to 
conduct it. and the alleged 
failure by the Secretary of State 
for rhe Environment to place' 
the road proposal in the con¬ 
text of national transport policy. 

He said his clients demanded 
" a legally and properly consti¬ 
tuted inquiry, with the data, 
information, statutory pro¬ 
cedures, and statutory protec¬ 
tion to which they are entitled 
clearly and properly made avail¬ 
able to them during the in¬ 
quiry”. 

The inspector rejected his 
appeal for the inquiry to be 
adjourned.

I did not 
refer ro any journalists being In¬ 
volved in burglaries. 

The break-ins and thefts, now 
proved by the police discoveries, 
are not tire kind of legal proceed¬ 
ings which arc. in any sense, an 
impediment to this evidence. 

The problem about submitting 
evidence relates to dvil matters 
which are the subject of legal pro- 
cccdings. When they are complete 
the evidence win go in straight 
away. 

MR CR0C0TT (Lichfield and 
Tam worth. Labi asked if he would 
deal in his evidence with tbe ac¬ 
curacy of press reports. 

MR WILSON—-I was not propos¬ 
ing to deal with tbe subject in my 
evidence. Certainly, the evidence 
would be much longer if I went is 
for that sort of subject. 

Tbe Secretary of State for 
Defence (Mr Mason) has shown 
only today that on the most sensit¬ 
ive maners that affect people’s 
lives there bas been the most crim¬ 
inal misrepresentation of facts 
and. if I may say so-. lies about 
what has been done in Northern 
Ireland.

LORD BEAUMONT or WHIT¬ 
LEY »L) said he hoped the 
appointment of a select committee 
would not delay the progress of 
the Bill through Parliament. 

LORD SHEPHERD, Lord Privy- 
Seal, said this was not a means of 
delaying consideration of the 
remaining stages of the Bill. It had 
been agreed that there should be 
an Instruction to tbe committee to 
report the Bill to the House not 
later than May 6, 1976. 

Tne Bill ougbt to be able to go 
through its proceedings in both 
Houses this session. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The first meeting of the commit¬ 
tee will be at 3 pm on January 29. 

Watch on price 

of commodities 

LORD SHEPHERD. Lord Privy 
Neal, moved that a select commit¬ 
tee be appointed ro investigate the 
problem of instability in prices of 
primary essential commodities, to 
scrutinize proposals designed to 
rectify wide price movements in 
those commodities, and to report 
on the likely effectiveness of the 
proposals in'reducing the substan¬ 
tial price fluctuations which had 
occurred in recent years. 

He said the question of commod¬ 
ities wps of dlrcpt. importance to 
the United Kingdom and to die 
developing world. It was an admir¬ 
able subject for a. select coaunlrtee. 
to deal with and with their wealth 
or experience the House could 
make a worthwhile job. of ft. The 
composition of the committee 
would be a matter for the Commit¬ 
tee of Selection. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Parliamentary notices 
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Britain has 
no plans 
to join Opec 

The EARL of LAUDERDALE 
asked whether the Government 
proposed that within three years 
the United Kingdom should seek 
membership of OPEC as suggested 
in the press report of the Prime 
Minister’s statement to the EEC 
Heads of Government who met in 
Rome on December 2. 

LORD LOVELL-DAVIS. Under 
Secretary for Energy—The 
Government have no plans to seek 
membership of OPEC. 

■“The EARL Of LAUDERDALE— 
That causes me some measure of 
relief. Are we ro understand Lord 
Lovell-Davis denies the press 
reports of the Prime Minister's 
statement. 

LORD LOVELL-DAVIS—I am 
doing nothing of the sort. The 
Prime Minister bas oa several 
occasions made light-hearted 
remarks about membership of 
OPEC. There Is a serious side to it, 
and that is that within the next few 
years thU country will be a major 

oil producer. 


Cancelling 
MRCA 
a costly 
move 


MR -ALLA UN (Salford. East. 
Lab) asked the Secretary of State 
for Deferce for his approximate 
estimate of the cost of the 1S5 
aircraft proposed as a variant to 
the multi-role combat aircraft: 
what was the present stage of their 
design; and if. for financial and 
technical reasons, he would cancel 
the project- 

MR WILLIAM RODGERS, 
Minister of State (Teesside, stock- 
ton, Labi—Project definition stu¬ 
dies of the air defence -variant of 
the MRCA have just beer.' com¬ 
pleted and the results, which in¬ 
clude estimated costs, are cur¬ 
rently being assessed. A decision 
to proceed with foil development 
has yet to be taken. 

MR ALLAUN—If proceeded 
with, would not this project inev¬ 
itably add to the admitted £2 bil¬ 
lion costs of the MRCA ? Would 
not abandoning the MRCA project 
produce most of the defence cuts 
required ? Are not macned aircraft 
vulnerable from ground-to-air mis¬ 
siles ? 

MR RODGERS—Tbe answer to 
all three questions is “ No If Mr 
AJlaun believes in the air defence 
of Britain he has to indicate what 
his alternative would be if we were 
to abandon the air defence variant. 
Missiles are important but they are 
also expensive. There is no easy 
way to ensure the defence of this 
country on the cheap. 

MR P ATT IE (Chertsey and Wal¬ 
ton, C)—-If the variant of the 
MRCA. which the RAF wants, is 
cancelled, it will increase the cost 
of the basic MRCA and lead even¬ 
tually to pressure for ft to be 
replaced by on American aircraft. 

MR RODGERS—There is a fair 
possibility that if the variant was 
cancelled the whole programme 
would fall to tire grourid. Far from 
its being a matter to rejoice in. it 
would create severe problems. All 
the evidence suggests there Is no 
way of ensuring the air defence of 
Britain more cheaply than the 
present proposals. 

MR CONLAN (Gateshead. East- 
Lab)—While not agreeing that the 
MRCA should be cancelled, is he 
convinced that the variant type is 
necessary for our forces when our 
collaborative partners have 
decided against the variant ? 

MR RODGERS—Our own needs 
hi Britain are 5cmewhar different 
from those of our Naro allies on 
the continent and the air defence 
variant of the MRCA Is meant to 
succeed Phariroms which have been 
in RAF service for some years: The 
Phantoms in service with the Ger¬ 
man air force have only just been 
delivered. 

MR TEBBIT (Waltham rarest, 
Chingfond, C)—Jobs of men who 
make aircraft are of less import¬ 
ance to left wingers like Mr AJlaun 
than those of men who make motor 
cars. 

MR RODGERS—We must accept 
chat any substantia] cuts in the 
eqnipmart: prog ra mme of the 
forces will have grave conse¬ 
quence'. for employment. I am not 
suggesting this should not be faced 
up to but it is hypocrisy to say the 
problem will not be rhere. 

MR TINN (Teesside. Red car. 
Lab)—Would he not agree that the 
MRCA promises to be one of the 
best bargains the Air Force has 
ever had ? Could be sa-y a little 
more about the consequences, not 
just ro the capability of the Air 
Force bur also ro the possible 
foreign exchange earnings from 
sales of the MRCA, and, on the 
other side, tije cost to our 
exchange from the purchase of 
foreign aircraft would -presumably 
at some stage would be required ? 

MR RODGERS—I would agree 
that the MRCA has been a remark¬ 
able success story in terms of col¬ 
laboration so far. Tne cost esti¬ 
mates initially made in 1969 have 
been remarkably- kept to allowing 
for inflation and changes in 
exchange rates. 

Were we ro cacel a and buy 
foreign aircraft the total cost 
would be greater. The cost across 
tire exchanges would be very great, 
irrespective of whether there were 
any export earnings from the air¬ 
craft In the end. 



Mr Wilson: 

matters: Mrs Thatcher fears maximum conflict 


MR HAROLD WILSON, Prime 
Minster (Huyton, Lab), opening 
the debate on the White Paper Our 
Changing Democracy, containing 
the Government's proposals on 
devolution to Scotland and Wain, 
said these proposals embodied the 
most fundamental constitutional 
development this centry—and one 
might go a great deal further back. 

Tbe Scottish National Party and 
Plaid Cymru made no bones about 
standing for Independent Scotind 
and Wales. The KiTbrandon report 
on the constitution rejected that 
approach and so did the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Winston GhurchxU, -writing of 
the Second WcxM War, bad said 
the allies had floated to victory ou 
a sea of oil. Tire SN Pwas hoping 
to do the same. 

We hear about Scottish oQ (he 
said) but I do not ever remember 
when natural gas was discovered in 
the North Sea drat it was called 
English gas. 

It was not a question of oil ody, 
Tbe history of Scotland in this 
century and before had been, as in 
many parts of England and Wales, 
m a died by the decline of tbe indus¬ 
trial revolution industries. That 
was why this certurv bad been one 
io which United Kingdom govern¬ 
ments bad tried to beta tbe in¬ 
dustry and the people of Scotland 
by establishing a modern - and 
diversified economy there. 

Without the benefits of integra¬ 
tion, what prospects would there 
be for mlneworkers with high-cost 
Scottish pits ? What prospects 
would there be for railwayman 
operating a scattered and expen¬ 
sive network condemned to heavy 
losses ? What chance of maintain¬ 
ing the present standard of radio 
and television services, particularly 
network services already subs ran- - 
dally subsidized by the English ? 
They might think they could do it 
better but they woold have to pay 
more for it. 

What hope would there have 
been for the Chrysler workers at 
Lin wood on a separatist basis ? 
Would there have ever been a Lin- 
wood on a separatist basis ? Some 
MPs who opposed tbe Chrysler 
decision were at one time ready to 
suggest that Larwood should have 
been saved by moving up British 
Ley-land from south of the border 
to Lin wood. That was considered 
by the Government when a 
Chrysler solution seemed hopeless. 
What would have been the oppor¬ 
tunity of doing that if there bad 
been a separatist solution ? 

What would have been tbe pros¬ 
pects for workers on the Clyde at a 
time when the world faced a reces¬ 
sion in shipbuilding ? With a 
separatist Scotland where would 
Scottish MPs go to press for 
defence orders ? 


Major help 


North Sea oil would be a major 
help to tire United Kingdom 
economy, it would be a major help 
to the Scottish economy, hut of 
inelf it would provide "no lasting 
substitute in Scotland for tbe bene- 
fits from a broad-based economy 
integrated with the major 
resources of the rest of the United 
Kingdom and her partners in 
Europe and elsewhere. (Labour 
cheers.) 

What was true of Scotland 
applied to Wales and with greater 
force in some ways. Even tire col¬ 
lective imagination of Plaid Cymru 
run riot could nor concoct a basis 
for their claims out of so far undis¬ 
covered oil in the Celtic Sea- 

The Liberal Parry advocated a 
federal system for the United 
Kingdom. It was crucial to under¬ 
stand what that meant. An essen¬ 
tial feature of federalism was a 
division of sovereign powers and 
functions between tire federal and 
provincial governments. Federal 
and provincial governments were 
sovereign and because of that some 
authority, usually some sort of 
constitutional court, was fre¬ 
quently needed to help between tbe 
two layers of government. Even 
countries with long experience of 
federal systems had problems, par¬ 
ticularly over finance. 

The Conservative Opposition 
seemed to favour an elected assem¬ 
bly in End in burgh with some legis¬ 
lative role, subordinate to West¬ 
minster, with no executive role. 
This would be neither administrati¬ 
vely workable nor politically 
acceptable to the Scottish people. 

lu Woles, the Opposition 

favoured an extension of adminis¬ 


trative devolution which, although 
valuable in its day, went no way to 
meet the aspirations of the 
majority of the Welsh people now. 

These choices and many others 
as wen, were examined with the 
greatest of care bv the Government 
before they reached their conclu¬ 
sions. Many had been thoroughly 
examined by tire Kilbrandon com¬ 
mission and dismissed by the 
majority of members. 

Tbe Government rejected the 
separation Into independent polit¬ 
ical units of the countries that 
made up the United Kingdom; they 
rejected tbe rigid and legalistic 
appro cfa of federalism; they 
rejected as Inadequate a shadow 
assembly; and, they rejected the 
idea that, because of the difficul¬ 
ties, the safest tiring would be to 
do nothing. 

The proposals of the Govern¬ 
ment were based on decentraliza¬ 
tion of power to the people, and 
the unity of the United Kingdom. 
The principle of their proposals 
was that more and mere the allo¬ 
cations and the priorities should be 
derided by those people in close 
touch with the families affected, 
and ultimately by the democratic 
process exercised by those families 
themselves. 

Tbe assemblies would have real 
powers. In Wales it -would relate to 
tbe exercise of executive powers; 
in Scotland to legislation as well 
as executive powers. In both cases 
they would cover a wide range of 
sectors of policy and administra¬ 
tion. 

Bur the sovereignty, duties and 
obligations of the Government and 
the sovereignty of the Westminster 
Parliament would not be affected. 
Westminster must retain the ulti¬ 
mate responsibility and ultimate 
power in all nutters. 

Let there be oo misunderstand¬ 
ing about this (he said). Those 
who object to reserve powers 
being retained at Westminster are 
rejecting devolution. They are 
asking for federalism or something 
beyond that. The Government 
would be responsible for all inter¬ 
national relations, membership of 
the United Nations, alliances, and 
issues concerned with membership 
of the Common Market. 

Areas historically undeveloped 
or fadag decline had to be helped 
by firms and economic institutions 
from other areas. The general con¬ 
duct of economic policy and the 
fight against inflation as well as 
unemployment had to be con¬ 
ducted on a national basis. 

It was not, feasible to have dif¬ 
ferent regions desperate for jobs 
fighting with each other to offer 
incentives to employers and 
management to sol re their prob¬ 
lems at the expense of others. 

To illustrate -what was involved 
in devolution in the case of Scot¬ 
land expenditure on the services 
for which responsibility was io be 
devolved amounted in 197+-75 to 
about £2,000m, about three-fifths 
of the total identifiable public 
expenditure in Scotland. 

He did not underrate the import¬ 
ance of die criticism that devolu¬ 
tion would lead to one more tier in 
the government of the areas con¬ 
cerned—one tier too many. But 
the Government's proposals did 
nor add a tier of Government. 
They improved tbe democratic 
control of an existing tier by de¬ 
centralization. Man}* would feel 
that if there was going to be one 
tier too many it was a result of 
local government reform carried 
through by the Tories in the early 
seventies. (Labour cheers.) This 
had been an nntfaougbt-cint and 
scatty proposal. 

Wben the devolution proposals 
became law it would be the people 
of Scotland, through tiieir legisla¬ 
tive assembly, who would decide 
whether to reconstruct their own 
system of local government and 
reverse tbe decision of the earlv 
s even ties. 

The proposals for Scotland and 
Wales were in to way applicable 
nor appropriate for Northern Ire¬ 
land which was distinguished by 
history and geography from the 
i"err of the United Kingdom. 

Some MFs and the wider public 
nad fears about the effects on Eng- 
hand. Then there were those who 
felt the English regions should be 
giren a similar degree of devolu¬ 
tion. English constituency MPs 
would judge the proposals first 
and foremost by applying the test 
of whether they seriously 


damag ed the unity of the United 
Kingdom. 

The Government would publish 
in the near fntin-e, he hoped next 
month, a discussion) document 
about tbe English regions. It was 
not intended at this stage so put 
forward specific proposals bat to 
provide a basis for an informed 
public debate. Many would like 
more decentralization from White¬ 
hall to die En glish regions and he 
had always shared titis aspiration. 
An aspiration be hoped MPs could 
keep before them concerned not so 
much a transfer of functions to the 
regions upwards from local 
government in England bat a devo¬ 
lution downwards from Westmins¬ 
ter. 

Tbe proposals represented a 
major step forward in bringing 
government closer to thepeopte of 
Scotiud aid Wales. They gave 
real and extensive powers to new 
assemblies within Scotland and 
Wales and at the same time main¬ 
tained -the essential economic and 
political unity of the United King¬ 
dom. 

True demands 

MRS MARGARET THATCHER, 
Leader of tbe Opposition (Barnet, 
Finchley, C), said it was no acci¬ 
dent that the *™«l for devolu¬ 
tion had crane after a period in 
which government powers bad in¬ 
creased. were increasing, and 
looked like continuing to Increase. 
To some extent centralization was 
the result of too much government 
and over-governed societies could 
expea trouble and protest and get 
both. 

The true demands of tire people 
were not merely for the distribu¬ 
tion of powers . from centra! 
government- to other- government 
bodies or assemblies but a more 
fundamental dispersal, returning 
more of the decisions directly to 
tbe people. (Conservative cheers.) 

They must watch tint the system 
of devolution which created new 
assemblies did not result In in¬ 
creasing tbe po wers in th e han ds of 
government compared with the 
powers and decisions left hi the 
bands of the citizen. Ttts possibi¬ 
lity was being widely discussed. 

It may be (she said) that the 
objective is to bring power to tire 
people, but ft may be that the 
result is to remove it from tire 
people. That need not happen 
under a devolution process but it 
could happen and it would happen 
under tins one. 

Achievements 

Nothing like enough had been 
said in the White Paper or else- 
where about the remarkable achie¬ 
vements of the British people 
together. The case for onion bad 
been assumed and ct»t argued. 

Only wben -we remind ourselves 
of it (she said) do we fully under¬ 
stand the competing reasons why 
most of us fed that the onion must 
continue and that the possibility of 
separation or any proposals which 
may lead that way mast be rejected 
or modified. 

For centuries the people of these 
islands together had made an un¬ 
paralleled contribution to tbe his¬ 
tory of the huma n race. They had 
popularized the idea of freedom 
under law and representative 
govexsnent- They wad been 
respcnuible for the industrial and 
scientific revolutions which, for 
the fhst time In history, had 
brought material comfort and 
security within reach of the many 
instead of tbe few. 

They had spread the English lan¬ 
guage, one of tire richest, most 
copious and ex p res sive human 
speech forms, across the world, 
saved the liberty and preserved the 
soul of Europe at least twice in 
human recollection and giveo a 
quarter of mankind and the same 
fraction of the earth’s surface the 
best Laws, an Impartial system of 
justice and an incorrupt adminis¬ 
tration. 

Together (she went on) we car¬ 
ried through these great thirp. 
They would never have come about 
bad ire been separable or separate 
entities. We have achieved what we 
have achieved through unity which 
permitted or encouraged diversity 
and diversity -which did not contra¬ 
dict unity. 

vfe would all recognize the con¬ 
tribution made by the people of 
Ulster, by the Welsh and oy the 
Scots to this unity. No better part¬ 
nership has existed in the history 


of mankind. We muse do nothing 
to jeopardize its future. It has 
much to contribute still. 

The first feature of the Govern- 
mem’s proposals was that they 
were likely to lead to mat)mum 
conflict, friction and argument be¬ 
tween ifce assemblies and Govern¬ 
ment and Parliament. The second 
was the massive extension of 
bureaucracy and its cost. The third 
feature of the proposals was the 
reduced status in practice of the 
Secretaries of State for Scotland 
ami Wales. 

It seemed to many of them that 
the model of devolution which the 
Government bad chosen was 
designed to increase disagreement 
and dispute between parts of Great 
Brtiataz, and thus to Jeopardize pre¬ 
cious unity. 

■If the Government decided to go 
ahead fundamentally with the 
present proposed structure, the 
Opposition must consider what 
they would regard as a better con¬ 
stitutional basis. 

It seems probable (she said) that 
the main structure of tire White 
Paper trill continue and that Mr 
WHson is rtwnkiqg rather more of 
less fundamental changes than 
some of us would be drinking of. If 
that Is so, tbe Government should 
consider a better constitutional 
basis for tiieir chosen system. 

The Government should tiy to 
mitigate tire conflict which she had 
indicated by subjecting the use of 
tire devolved power to judicial con¬ 
trol by courts and not to the polit¬ 
ical control of a veto. The question 
of whether the assembly was acting 
within its powers would be seen to 
be decided on an impartial basis 
with constitutionally established 
principles. 

A legal bass for devolved 
powers was better than an arbitr¬ 
ary -political basis. .It would be 
much sounder, much more likely 
to endure because there would be 
much more effective boundaries 
which would be likely to be main- 
triced. 

ft would get rid of the terrftile 
thing in the White Paper: that 
because you do hoc like what an 
assembly does with tire powers you 
have given it, you say “ No ”. That 
was not devolution at a£L 

Tbey should deal with this not 
by a political veto, but by ensuring 
that boll of rights clauses were in 
tire devolution statute. That would 
be a new cocsticutiomd venture, 
but tbe whole exercise was a new 
venture. 

If central government were tn 
retain, responsibility for treaty per¬ 
formance, as they must, because 
they had no alternative, central 
government should be competent 
to override tire assemblies. The 
Government solution was that they 
should be able to quash assembly 
action without the approval of Par¬ 
liament. That could am be satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Many aspects of conflict would 
mevftabiy remain and thazr was why 
the Opposition were against tire 
Government system of devolution, 
preferring that tbe assemblies 
should not have a separate exec¬ 
utive. 

Responsibility for tbe courts 
should remain with government 
and Parliament. 

The Conservatives opposed the 
proposals for the Welsh assembly. 

The Government's proposals 
would be cumbersome and conflict¬ 
ing. She did not believe they would 
leave things uncharged democrati¬ 
cally. She doubted whether oo the 
Government’s proposals . tie 
number of MPs from tire devolved 
areas could 'stay the same. She did 
not believe that tire scheme woald 
stand the test of time, its constitu¬ 
tional basis was too flimsy for 
that. 

Devolutionary assemblies should 
lead to diffusion of power and not 
to confusion of power. They 
should retain the characteristic 
unity of one kingdom. The present 
form of the White Paper proposals 
did not pass those tests. 

. What could be achieved together 
ui the union was far greater than 
tire sum of anything that could be 
done separately. The devolution 
scheme which was eventually 
enacted must serve anti enhance 
that union. (Conservative cheers.) 
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Federal system 


MR THORPE. Leader of the 
Liberal Party (North Devon, L)« 
Mid tiie White Paper was a redoe 
for conflict. 

The House should become essen¬ 


tially a federal Parliament wttb 200 
to 300 members. It would then Se 
for the Fngiir.h to discuss at a 
constitutional conference whether 
there should be a separate EneHsli 
Parliament, or whether mere 
would be Ensii>h prurinaal 
assemblies. 

The federal solutinn was-the 
only one which would w-nrfc m 
logic. The two alms sltouhi be to 
deal with over-ccutrulizjtioa of 
government, which had compelled 
even the Westminster Government 
to devolve to regional administra¬ 
tion. and the maximum degree of - 
choice, variety and influence over 
their awn affairs. . 

The only taxation power would 
be a surcharge under local aucti¬ 
on rv taxation. No form of taxation 
was more unpopular than that. 

The electoral system, should be 
that of proportional represen¬ 
tation, not that of wlnner-teke-ail 
which could mean a majority of 
seats for a party gaining 30 to 33 
per cent of tbe votes. 

Tbe Welsh assembly would have 
□o legislative powers. Tbe power 
to consult MPs (be said) and to 
ask for the initiation of legislation 
has beat enjoyed by the Women's 
Irfctiturns for 50 years. This is what 
tbe Prime Minister calls *' this 
massive transfer of power within 
an intimate democratic assem¬ 
bly It will certainly be intimate 
because there will not be very 
much point in turning up. 

There would be a source of con¬ 
flict in that local authorities and 
the assembly would often firtf 
themselves exercising equivalent 
powers under transport, health. _ , 
education, and personal services. f 
County councils should go, the-P"-it 
assembly should be given real 
powers, and the Secretary -of State 
for Wales should have only 
nominal powers. . 

Imperial set-up 

MR DONALD STEWART, 

Leader of tbe Scottish National 
Party (Western Isles, Scot Nat), 
said Scotland was coming to the 
end of being the sepoys in tills 
imperial set-up.

Elaborate 
ruse to 
get dog 


A man who tried to gel bis 
dog bad; into Britain without 
its going into quarantine 
received a suspended jail sen* 
tence and fine of £200 yes ter- 
day. Another man. who had 
been fined the maximum of 
£400 for a similar offence, had 
his fine cut on appeal to £50. 

Dennis Kniabt, a Sheffield 
motor mechanic, root his bull 
terrier with him when he and 
his wife emigrated to South 
Africa. When they decided to 
return a few months later he 
embarked on an elaborate plan 
to prevent the animal from hav¬ 
ing to go into quarantine, it 
was said at Sheffield Crown 
Court. 

All rhree flew from Durban 
to Amsterdam on July 8 and 
stayed at an hotel. Mr Peter 
Walker, for the prosecution, 
said. Then be went to Rotter¬ 
dam and bought a small boat 
for about £1,300 to sail to Eng¬ 
land. They left Calais, crossing 
the Channel for Ramsgate but 
after difficulty arrived at Whit- 
stable on August 4. 

Mr Knight told harbour offi¬ 
cials that he bad bought the 
Dutch canal boat from the 
Yorkshire Electricity- Board in 
Sheffield .-urd hud sailed it down 
the Trent and to the coast via 
the canal system. 

“ The customs officer had r.o 
reason to doubt him ”, counsel 
continued. " No one would have 
cause to believe he would be 
so irresponsible as to sail a 
small craft without safety equip¬ 
ment across one of the busiest 
shipping lanes in the world.” 

Mr Knight, aged 48, now 
drawing social security benefit, 
of Manor Oaks Road, Sheffield, 
pleaded guilty to landing an 
animal at Whitstable with intent 
to evade the quarantine regula¬ 
tions. 

Judge Cotton passed a six- 
month prison senrence, suspen¬ 
ded for a year, fined Mr Knight 
£200 and "ordered him to pay 
£200 legal costs. 

He said Mr Knight had been 
given a document explaining 
the danger of rabies, and 
added : “ You tben brought this 
dog to this city of half a million 
inhabitants and when inter¬ 
viewed lied again and tried to 
suborn others."

Mr Paul Beard, for the 
defence, said the couple were 
childless and the dog was a 
child Substitute- 

Magistrates at Deal, Kent, 
last August fined John David 
Henderson, aged 31. the maxi¬ 
mum penalty of £400 for bring¬ 
ing a dog into the country with¬ 
out a Ministry of Agriculture 
import licence. 

Mr Henderson, of Brasted 
Place. Brasted, Kent, appealed 
at Maidstone Crown Court 
against the fine. Mr John Red¬ 
dish, his counsel, submitted that 
the fine was excessive and 
wrong in principle. 

Reducing the fine to £50, Mr 
Michael Easthan, QC, the 
recorder, said the court treated 
it as a case where there was 
no intention to deceive or 
smuggle.

BBC faces £lm cuts 
in foreign services 


By Kenneth Gosling 

The EEC is being asked by 
the Foreign Commonwealth 
Office to make further reduc¬ 
tions in its external services 
budget. They mil bring the 
total to w-ell over £lm during 
the next three years and will 
inevitably affect programme 
output. 

The corporation will have to 
make a saving of £600.000 for 

1977- 78, after the £400,000 cut 
in the next financial year, 
beginning this April. In 

1978- 79 a further E18Q,000 will 
have to be cut from the budget. 

The cuis, which apply in 
April, will mean the loss of 50 
hours’ broadcasting a week, the 
disappearance of Sinhala, the 
official language of Sri Lanka, 
and a reduction of about 50 
staff. 


It is understood that the 
further cuts being asked for 
would almost certainly mean 
the disappearance of services. 
About a quarter of the £400.000 
saving had been in capital 
expenditure, but the £800,000 
would have to come out of the 
current account. 

There was no response from 
the Association of Broadcast 
ing and Allied Staffs yesterday 
but it promised “ something 
big” for today. 

Discussions have been taking 
place on both the foreign and 
domestic fronts, since the BBC 
is also having to make an 
immediate saving of £5.5m on 
its television service out of an 
eventual £l0m, which must be 
taken out of the budget by 
April next year. Half the 
£5.5ra will be saved on capital 
expenditure. 
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AA warning 
on moped 
as ‘ death trap ’ 

The modern moped could be 
a death trap in toe hands of 
novices, the Automobile Asso¬ 
ciation’s magazine Drive said 
yesterday. It called for drastic 
steps by tbe Government to 
stop the frightening number 
of deaths and serious injuries 
among youngsters. 

Drive said that with hopes of 
a cheap first car fading, teen¬ 
agers had taken up the moped. 
But the 1976 model was no 
longer the staid, pop-pop, 
motorized pushbike of 1972. 
when the Government banned 
“real" motor cycles to 16- 
year-olds but not mopeds up to 
50c c. 

The moped of today was cap¬ 
able of rapid acceleration and 
too many teenagers were riding 
it without adequate training. 

Drive said that more than 90 
per cent of moped, scooter and 
motor cycle riders received no 
organized instruction. and 

motorists could drive a moped 
without L plates. Basic tuition 
should be compulsory and 

freely available. 

Tbe Department of the 

Environment, commenting on 
the call for a national training 
programme, said: “The provi¬ 
sion oi facilities is largely a 
local rather than a central gov¬ 
ernment responsibility.” For 

the sports moped it would wel¬ 
come voluntary action by the 
industry to limit speed capabi¬ 
lity.

Criticism of 
Concorde 
fuel supply; 
rejected

Concorde carried sufficient 
supplies of fuel, as laid down 
by international regulations, 
not only to cover the Paris- 
Washingion route, but also 
several tons more, the Aero¬ 
spatiale, the French makers of 
Concorde, said today. 

They, were replying to state¬ 
ments made on Sunday in Wash¬ 
ington by the chairman of the 
Association of American Air 
Traffic Comrol Operators. 

The supersonic Anglo-French 
airliner had covered the dis¬ 
tance between Paris and Wash¬ 
ington in September. 1973, with 
.the required reserves of fuel. 
International regulations re¬ 
quired that any aircraft must 
nave at its disposal reserves 
sufficient to enable it to wair 
for 35 minutes 

In practice, the corporation 
emphasized, these reserves were 
larger. Concorde would in most 
cases have reserves for more 
than an hour, and even with 
unfavourable winds for more 
than the required 35 minutes- 
It would also have enough fuel 
on board to go on to another 
airfield if its regular port b i 
call were closed. 

The French Ministry of Trans¬ 
port considers that the air 
traffic conTroilera’ criticism of 
Concorde shows ignorance of 
the fuel supply organization of 
airlines. Concorde covered -a 
greater distance last summer 
when it flew to Caracas on'a 
test flight, simulating the worst 
flying conditions, and being 
deliberately diverted from its

Japanese set to conclude peace 
treaty with Peking in 
spite of Gromyko objections

Tokyo, Jan 13 

Mr- Andrei Gromyko, the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, who 
has spent five days in Tokyo 
cits emoting to dissuade the 
Japanese Government from 
'concluding a peace treaty with 
China, flew home a disappoint¬ 
ed. man today as Mr Takeo 
Miki. tiie japanese Prime 
Minister, announced rfaac his 
Government hopes to. ratify the 
Sjno-Japanese pact as 'soon as 
possible. 

In another blow to the 
Soviet delegation at the conclu¬ 
sion of the fourth round of 
talks. Mr Miki declared that 
discussions on a peace pact 
v.ith ?tfoscow had ended in 
deadlock because of the terri¬ 
torial dispute over Soviet-occu¬ 
pied islands. 

As the sombre-faced Soviet 
delegation boarded their air¬ 
craft for Moscow this morning, 
Mr Mild told journalists cate¬ 
gorically that he wanted to 
maintain friendly _ relations 
with Moscow, but his Govern- 
ibent would not conclude a 
peace and friendship treaty' un¬ 
less the four islands of Habo- 
mai, Sikocan, Etorofu and 
Kunashiri, lying north-east of 
Hokkaido, were returned to 
Jason. 

The islands. historically 
Japanese territory, were occu¬ 
pied by Soviet troops at the 
end of the Second World War, 
and since then the Soviet 
Union has claimed the terri¬ 
tory by right of conquest. _ 

Outlining Japan’s position on 
its relations with Moscow 
today, Mr Miki said: “First, 
we would like to see die four 
islands returned to Japan, and 
thep after that we would like 
to -:see the conclusion of the 
peace treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 

“This is the procedure we 
hr.vc in mind. In terms oE our 
t'-srieia'.de rhk means that un¬ 
less i he four islands are 
returned no -peace rreaty will 
be: signed.’' 

• Mr Tviiki said Mr Gromyko’s 
visit had not affected Japan’s 
plans to conclude a pact with 
Fekir.g. “There has been no 
impact. The sino-Jarpanese 
r.eary only involves Japan and 
China and it does not affect 
third parties. 0 


During tbe five days of con¬ 
sultative talks, Mr Gromyko 
has lodged objections against 
an anti-hegemony clause which 
Peking wants to" insert in the 
proposed Sino-Japanese treaty. 
He insists that the clause— 
declaring that both parties 
should oppose any attempts by 
a third nation to establish its 
hegemony over Asia—is 
directed against the Soviet 
Union. 

While japan tried to water 
down Peking's version of the 
clause during negotiations last 
year, Mr Mild indicated today 
that understanding over terms 
of the proposed Sino-Japanese 
treaty bad “ deepened ”. 


When asked specifically 
whether his Government was 


prepared., to sign the treaty 
with the controversial clause 


included, Mr Mild said; “ I 
cannot tell you in what way or 
form it wiH be finalized, but I 
for one would like to see the 
Sino-Japanese peace treaty con¬ 
cluded as soon as practical.” 

Mr Gromyko, at a rare press 
conference, denounced China 
for irs atrempts to persuade 
Japan to sign a treaty includ¬ 
ing an anti-hegemony clause. 

“ It is clearly intended by 
China ro mean the Soviet 
Union. It is China which is 
seeking to establish Its hege¬ 
mony over Asia. Ibis is a good 
opportunity for Japan to illus¬ 
trate its diplomatic 

autonomy”, the Sorrier Minis¬ 
ter said. 


His reactions and Mr Mifci’s 
obvious attempt to justify tbe 
principles behind the aniiJiege- 
mony clause, seemed to indicate 
that tiie Russians believe 
Japan is planning to sign the 
peace treaty with China regar¬ 
dless of Moscow’s objections. 

Addressing foreign corre¬ 
spondents today, Mr Miki said 
Japan had made sustained 
efforts to promote friendlier 
relations with the Soviet 
Union. “ At the same time, we 
will continue to strive towards 
an early conclusion of die 
peace and friendship treaty 
with the People’s Republic of 
China. 

“ As regards tbe anri-bege- 
mony clause, there is a princi¬ 
ple of peace embodied both in 


the American-Chinese friend¬ 
ship communique and the joint 
communique between China 
and Japan. 

“ In addition, in the basic 
principles of relations agreed 
upon between die Soviet Union 
and die United States, it was 
clearly spelled out that neither 
party should make any claim 
for Themselves and would not 
recognize the claims of anyone 
else to special rights or advan¬ 
tages in .world affairs. 

“Regardless of the termino¬ 
logy employed, die United 
States, China, die Soviet Union 
and Japan ore imarmnous in 
opposing hegemony. It is not 
contradictory, therefore, ‘for 
Japan to incorporate that prin¬ 
ciple in the Sino-Japanese 
treaty, and at the same time 
pursue furtherance of better 
relations wi th die Soviet 
Union.” 

However, there can be little 
doubt that the main obstacle in 
the way of improved Soviet- 
Japanese relations is Moscow’s 
adamant refusal to hand back 
the strategic chain of four 
islands, which can be seen by 
the naked eye off die northern 
coast of Hokkaido. 

As 3,000 police were placed 
on alert in Tokyo today to 
safeguard the Soviet Foreign 
Minister’s departure, left-wing 
and right-wing nationalists 
paraded through the streets in 
small groups demanding the 
rerurn of the islands. 

It is evident that the Rus¬ 
sians have made no concessions. 
Mr Gromyko merely acknow¬ 
ledged that there were dif¬ 
ferences between Japan and 
the Soviet Union over the ter¬ 
ritorial dispute but he refused 
to discuss the issue at his 
press conference. 

He said both sides had rei¬ 
terated their positions and un¬ 
derstood each other’s views. 
“ It is not the size of the 
islands, it is the principle. 

“ I have explained o-ur posi¬ 
tion to the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment and I am not prepared to 
speak in more concrete terms 
to rhe public.” 

The joint communique 
issued tonight merely referred 
to the dispute as an unsolved 
problem resulting from the 
Second World War. 


US-Soviet 


accord on 
arms control

The State Department today 
denied that an agreement had 
been reached with the Russians 
on the outstanding difficulties 
in the strategic arms limitation 
talks (Salt 2) negotiations. 

A spokesman, asked about a 
report from Moscow in yester¬ 
day’s Los Angeles Times, said 
that no proposal had been made 
to the Soviet Union and there¬ 
fore no agreement had been 
reached. 

He admitted Mr Andrei 
Gromyko, the Soviet. Foreign 
Minister, had been correct 
when be said recently that pro-, 
gress had been made, but 
declined to say jus what that 
meant. He did not say whether 
the Russians had made any 
proposals to the United States. 

All this is doubdess per¬ 
fectly true, but at is certainly 
not the whole truth. The spokes¬ 
man ad mined as much. Both 
sides would like to reach an 
agreement, the sooner the bet¬ 
ter, and the ** solution ” 
reported by the Los Artgeles 
Tones has the look about it of 
■the sort of compromise which 
the two sides are presumably 
examining. 

The whole policy of detente 
and the Salt talks themselves 
suffered greatly last year when 
expected agreements were not 
reached. Neither the talks a or 
the reputations of leaders on 
both sides were helped when 
the last sets of proposals were 
rejected, each by the opposite 
side. „ _ . 

Our Defence . Correspondent 
writes : Earlier, the Los Angeles 
Times Moscow Correspondent, 
Robert Toth, had asserted that 
the superpowers had reached a 

S romise on the two out¬ 
ing obstacles in the way 
of the next Sak agreement. 

The Soviet Union had agreed 
not to go ahead with an in-flight 
refuelling system for the 
Backfire bomber, which meant 
that it need no longer be classed 
as a strategic weapon capable 
of reaebing targets in the 
United States; and the 
Americans bad agreed to limit 
the range of their new Cruise 
missile, a descendant of the V-l 
“firing bomb”, which would 
similarly reduce the strategic 
threat to the Soviet Union.

London businessman ‘ill 9 


Moscow, Jan 13.—Mrs Malva 
Landa, a Soviet dissident, 
today appealed for help from 
Britain to secure the release of 
a London-educated businessman 
jailed in the Soviet Union for 
treoson. 

Mrs Landa said that prompt 
British support was vital to 
save the life of Mr Nikolai 
Burulak-Sharygin. The text of 
her appeal ivaj made available 
to Western . reporters in 
Moscow. 

She said that the man was 
suffering from a heart com¬ 
plaint and blood pressure but 
had refused to enter hospital 
at • Vladimir prison, east of 
Moscow, because it was in¬ 
sanitary. 

According to her account, 
Mr Budulak-Sharygia, who is 
49,- lived as a child in the 
Ukraine. During the Second 
World War he was transported 
to Germany to da forced labour. 


He found himself in the 
British occupation zone at the 
end of the war and moved to 
London. He graduated from 


London University and later 
worked for an electronics firm. 
It was while visiting Moscow 
as its representative that be 
was arrested in 1968. 

He was sentenced to two 
years in prison and eight in a 
labour camp on treason charges 
because he bad not returned to 
the Soviet Union after the war 
and because he vfras alleged to 
have worked for the Germans. 

In 1973, he was transferred 
from a labour camp back to 
Vladimir prison as punishment 
For signing a collective letter 
complaining about conditions. 

** Recently Budulak-Sharvgin’s 
state of health has worsened 
still further. His blood 
pressure has risen again and a 
severe heart defect has set in,” 
Mrs Landa said. 

She described Mr Budulak- 
Sbarygin as an “English 
citizen ”, but this was denied 
by a British Embassy consular 
offidal. He had travelled to. the 
Soviet Union from London on 
a stateless person’s papers and 
had never taken out British 
citizenship, the official said.

Nigerians killed

Canadian Conservatives

Ottawa, Jan 13 

The contest for the leader¬ 
ship of Canada’s Progressive 
Conservative Party has turned 
into a free-for-all, with 16 candi-. 
dates in the running and 
possibly more Co come. 

The party convention to 
choose a leader to replace Mr 
Robert Stanfield will open in 
Ottawa on February 18. 

With so many candidates, 
there is a danger that the con¬ 
vention will have lost most of 
its television audience from 
exhaustion by the time all the 
nominations have been made, 
the candidates’ speeches given 
and the baHots counted. 

At present there is no clear 
favourite who might reasonably 
be expected to achieve victory 
after two, three or at most four 
ballots. The outlook is for an 
arduous vote-taking grind. 

There are three main conten¬ 
ders, one a woman, for the posi¬ 
tion held by Mr Stanfield, who 
decided to resign after leading 
the Tories last year to their 
third successive election defeat 
at the hands of Mr Trudeau’s 
Liberals. 

Two are former Liberals, who 
defected to the Tories after 
being turned down in leader¬ 
ship bids. Mr Claude Wagner, 
former justice Minister of 
Quebec, was defeated by Mr 
Robert Bourassa, the present 
Premier, in a try for the pro¬ 
vincial Liberal leadership in 
1970. He joined the Tories in 
1972 and was elected to Parlia¬ 
ment the same year. 

Mr Paul Heliyer ran unsuc¬ 
cessfully against Mr Trudeau 
for the national Liberal leader¬ 
ship in 1968. He left the 
Liberals in 1969, launched a 


new political movement which 
he called Action Canada, and 
entered the Conservative fold 
when it proved a flop. He re¬ 
tained his Toronto seat in the 
1972 election, lost it in 1974 
and has since been a newspaper 
columnist. 

Both Mr Wagner and Mr 
Heflyer are rigjhtAvfoeers. Tbe 
other leading candidate is Miss 
Flora Macdonald, -.a redhead 
from eastern Ontario who has 
long been active in Conserva¬ 
tive Party backrooms and has 
sat in the House of Commons 
since 1972. 

She is on the left of. the 
party’s spectrum, her position 
being quite dose to that of 
Mr Stanfield on social and eco¬ 
nomic questions. They both 
emphasize the m Progress iv e ~ 
in the party name rather than 
the “Conservative”. 

Mr Wagner has perhaps the 
best-organized national cam¬ 
paign organization. His chance 
wifi come if the party decides 
to woo Quebec by electing a 
leader from Quebec, as the 
Liberals have done periodically. 
The province has cost the 
Tories many an election: in 
1974 they won only three seats 
there, out of 74, while the 
Liberals won 60. 

However, Mr Wagner is being 
challenged in his own back¬ 
yard by Mr Brian Mulroney, a 
young. English-speaking Mont¬ 
real lawyer. He has never 
held national or provincial 
legislative office but, his sup¬ 
porters say, has what it takes 
before the television cameras. 

Other candidates conceded a 
chance include-three MPs: Mr 
Joe Clark, of Alberta, at 36 tbe 
youngest of the pack; Mr John 
Fraser, of Vancouver; and Mr 
Sinclair Stevens, of Toronto.

Search aircraft find no trace of vanished ship

.United States search aircraft 
returned to their base in Okin¬ 
awa last night, having found no 
trace of ihe huge ore and oil 
carrier, the Berge Istra. which 
bail been missing in the western 
Pacific since December 29. 

The ship, owned by (• Nor¬ 
wegian company but registered 
in Liberia, appears not only to 
have become the biggest and 
most heavily insured vessel 
ever to vanish at sea. hut also 
to have joined the mysterious 
roll of ships that have dis¬ 
appeared without trace- 
/the Berge Istra 1227,556. tons) 
was sailing from Brazil to 
Japan with 188,000 tons of iron 
ore. It was last heard from m 
stormy weather south-west of 
the Philippine island of Min¬ 
danao on December 29. A 
typhoon passed through the 
strea at the time of the last 


message. The ship’s crew of 32 
included a Briton. Mr Ronald 
Le Marche, from Alderney. 

About 70 per cenr of rhe in¬ 
surance cover on the Berge 
Isrra is carried by underwriters 
in London, eicher with Lloyds 
nr the insurance companies. 
This amounts io. between £9m 
and £l0m for the hull and 
machinery; insurance for the 
valuable cargo is also carried 
in London. The reinsurance 
market to unload rhe premiums, 
which opened when tbe ship 
was posted overdue, has now 
closed, on the assumption that 
it is lost. 

When significant wreckage of 
the ship is found, the Lurine 
Bell at Lloyds will be struck 
once, to announce the bad 
news. This ill-omened bell is 
made from the wreckage of a 
ship which sank in 1799 with 
carg o worth £500,000. It was 
last rung once io January. 


1972. when the Venus Chal¬ 
lenger was discovered by an 
aircraft sunk 26 miles out from 
Karachi during the war 
between India 2 nd Pakistan. 

A double ring signifies that 
a missing ship ha* been found 
safe. This was last struck io 
January last year, when the 
Liberian ship Tropical Plywood 
was found safe after being 
posred overdue. 

On Monday night an Ameri¬ 
can aircraft spotted flashlights 
on an island oFf the Philippines 
believed to be uninhabited, 
raising hopes ’that some of the 
crew had reached safety. How¬ 
ever. further reconnaissance 
yesterday discovered that tiie 
lights came from a small village 
nor marked* on maps. 

The list of ships that hare 
vanished witliout trace off tiie 
face of the unfathomable high 
seas m modern times is tragic 
and short. The most recent was 


the Hull trawler, the Gaul, 
which disappeared north of 
Norway in February, 1974, with 
the presumed loss of 36 lives. 
In 1909 rhe War at ah, a cargo 
and passenger ship of the Blue 
Anchor Line, disappeared 
between Durban and Cape 
Town, taking 92 passengers with 
her into enigma. For want ot 
other evidence, history attri¬ 
butes its disappearance to a 
freak wave. 

The solution of another old 
maritime mystery is approach¬ 
ing dimax in tiie South Pacific. 
The British expedition led by 
Commander John Gr a tton of the 
Royal Navy is on site off the 
Auckland Isles, and confidently 
expects within tiie next few 
days to recover the wreck and 
treasure of the General Grant, 
a 1,100-ton American three- 
masted barque, -wrecked off tiie 
Auckla nds i n 1866 wnh a cargo 
of nine tons of bttiSon. 


There is a danger that children are be¬ 
coming pawns in the battle for _ women s 
full social and economic liberation. 
Present attitudes to Women, and to mother¬ 
hood in particular, are confused and 
ambivalent. It is nonsensical to argue that 
for men and women to have equal oppor¬ 
tunities, they must be identical. 
Biological differences between the sexes 
are probably . compounded by emotional 
differences. Motherlines—i e, greater 
caring capacity—may well have become 
part of female make-up, because of its sur¬ 
vival value for the human race. These 
differences, rather than being- an in¬ 
evitable limitation for women, offer mem 
instead a potentially wader choice of Life¬ 
style. The position, of children in # relation 
to available options needs rethinking. This 
then is what the scenario for the fixture 
might look like. _ 

First, several ’notions which have little 
foundation in fact need to-be dispelled. 
Among them are that having a child is 
the sole, essential, or easiest way to 
feminine fulfilment; that a baby completes 
a home,. rather like a television set or 
fridge; or that maternity has a thera¬ 
peutic effect, particularly on girls who 
were themselves rejected in childhood. 
Instead, women’s, and'indeed'men’s, right 
to choose or reject parenthood for them¬ 
selves most be conceded unquestioningly 
and without any implied reproach. 

Second, both public and private atti¬ 
tudes towards parenthood need to become 
more realistic and deliberate. At present, 
home-making and motherhood are 
simultaneously over-romanticized - and 
under-valued. Instead a more truthful, 
perhaps even daunting, awareness should 
be created of the arduous demands of 
child-rearing—demands on the emotions, 
epergv, time and finance—as well as of the 
inevitable constraints on persona? in¬ 
dependence. freedom of movement and 
indeed, one's whole way of life. 

_ This would Include die deglamouriza- 
tion of babies, who are portrayed—most 
blatantly in television advertisements—as 
irresistibly attractive, with a permanently 
sunny .temper and angelic smile. In con¬ 
sequence, some women who were 
attracted by the idealized picture znay 
change their minds or postpone mother¬ 
hood until they feel ready to face its 
challenge. Those who nevertheless decida 
to go ahead will at least not feel quite 
so helplessly trapped by a situation, the 
reality of which they had not appreciated. 

Third, new psychological knowledge as 
well as present socio-economic realities 
make a new evaluation of mothering for 
the under-fives imperative. Research dur¬ 
ing the past 30 years has shown that the 
first years are vital for later emotional, 
intellectual and educational development. 
In western societies, no wholly adequate 
substitute has been found for the one-to- 
one, close, contipuing, loving and mutually 
enjoyable relationship which is the hall¬ 
mark of maternal care. Its quality, in par¬ 
ticular maternal involvement and 



participation in the child’s progress, are 
now recognized as being of crucial im¬ 
portance to optimal development. . 

If the provision of day nurseries were 
to be greatly increased, then a big invest¬ 
ment would be needed in bu il di n gs and 
staff training. Such a step would set lie 
pattern of early Substitute ore for at least 
a generation. It is ironic that other 
countries, such as Russia, who promoted 
the • group care : of babies, are now dis- 


sharing their income with their-raver* 
of right. Also the stare should pay a salary 
■ to mothers, whether married or single; as 
is done in France, the amount Being re- 
lated to the pay of trained teachers and 
being highest.for infants under two years. 

Then, once children go to school, some 
women will want to return to outside 
work.- Two measures are required, to 
facilitate this: providing training oppor¬ 
tunities or refresher courses ; and shorter: 

hours' being offered by employers to work. 
In* mothers so that they can see 5 ,their 
children off ro school and be home when 
they return, as well as allowing unpaid 
leave during holiday periods. 

Fourth, there is the radical alternative 
of real equality of the sexes in parenthood. 
This is to accept it not only as a joiady 
and deliberately chosen lifestyle bur to 
undertake parenting itself as a truly 
shared responsibility- Though lip service is 
paid to this concept, in practice, it is tbe 
exception for fathers to feel actively in- 
volved in pregnancy, labour, childbirth 
and die first few months of the baby 3 * 
life. The father’s part in fostering the 
c hil d’s development is rwofbld: first; he 
provides a second adult model, so that the 
boy identify with a member of his o\vh 
sex and the girl can learn at first hand 
about the behaviour and attitudes of the 
opposite sex. Secondly, there is evidence . 
that children make better all-round 
progress when they receive encouragement 
and support not only from the mother but 
from another person, preferably of the 
opposite sex. 

Parenting, which is fully shared, would. 


cooraging the practice on tiie grounds mean ro taring the home-making role, each 
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that it is an inadequate substitute despite 
high .costs. Here, too, group care is expen¬ 
sive, well-trained staff are hard. to come 
by and the turnover rate is high- . 

Np standards are prescribed for meeting 
the emotional or intellectual needs of 
children, hence there is a high risk of 
retarding their development. Surely the 
French and Hungarian systems of giving 
every inducement, including financial 
support, to mothers of pre-school child¬ 
ren who care for them at home, are much 
to be preferred. 

In any case, many women enjoy c a ri ng 
for their children, finding it an emotion¬ 
ally satisfying and enjoyable - task. And 
why not ? Surely it is more varied and 
creative than working in a supermarket, 
an assembly line of typing invoices. The 
demotion of mothering and home-making, 
and serial isolation arising from urban re¬ 
housing as well as economic need, have 
brainwashed women into seeking, as a 
desirable alternative the heavy burden of 
two roles, worker and..home-maker. No 
man has ever claimed the right to this 
.option! 

Of course, I am not advocating that 
mothers should become second-class citi¬ 
zens, chained to kitchen and kids. On the 
contrary. Mothering should be recognized 
as the important, skilled and demanding 
job it is. (Incidentally, it is almost the 
only responsible job in our society which 
everyone is thought capable of undertak¬ 
ing- without preparation or .inclination.) 
Hence, adequate fjn»nr?*7 reward must be 
provided so that no mother of under-fives 
has to go out to work for financial reasons. 
Husbands should have to acknowledge tiie 
value of looking after young families by 


parent in turn undertaking it for say a 
three or four-year period. The mother 
would probably opt for 'the child’s early 
care to consolidate the initial bomb 
created at birth. 

Employers may cavil at the idea of a 
rotating male/female work force. Yet 
many occupations lend themselves quite 
readily to such inter-changeability: work 
in shops, factories and offices; jobs in 
transport, whether driving or conducting; 
work in the catering and hotel industry.' 
(incidentally—why is cooking considered 
a female 'occupation whereas all the 
famous chefs are male?); appointments 
in teaching, soda! work, nursing, medical 
and legal professions—to name just a few. 

Those who ode for a lifestyle of shared 
parenthood will have to choose a like- 
minded partner. This may well ensure a 
more durable and satisfying union because 
the greater interweaving of experiences, 
both in and outside the home, should 
foster better mutual understanding. The 
children would benefit since they would 
get to know their fathers on a day to 
day basis rather than only in the evenings 
and at weekends. Also bors and girls- 
would grow up with a more balanced pic¬ 
ture of male and female roles and rela¬ 
tionships. 

In' case this is dismissed as a fanciful 
ides, I know of a couple in New Zealand, 
both university teachers; who have made 
this choice: they have one lectureship 
between them for which they hold them, 
selves jointly responsible just as they 
share the care of their home and children. 
Maybe some couples in this’country, too, 
have made such' a choice.

should be one that children can afford

publisher, AMen & Unwin, that tins modest 
168-page book was twice as successful as - 
the other volumes that be bad been sent 
for review, sauce: at a price of. £4.25, a 
cost twice as much.

I do not think be was here anticipating 
some commissariat for testing the retail 
value of literary Quality—sfthougb. in 
these days of total legislation, such a tiring 
is not impossible—bat even if be bad been 
doing so, his grand -design would have got 
no further than Mr Maori’s Last Case in 
its companion paperback edition. This, 
too—-which seems to be simply~ a run-on 
of the hardback edition in cord covers— 
is also published by Allen & Unwin and 
costs an astonishing £2.25. 

David Wade’s praise of this book, as 
against its rivals (its “highly individual” 
style and “fertile invention”) is easily 
justified, but nobody could defend the 
paperback as being four, five or six times 
as good as such outstanding 1975 paper¬ 
backs as Margery Williams Bianco’s Poor 
Cecco (Puffin, 45p), Nan Cbauncy’s 
Mathinna’s People (Oxford, 40p) Garfield, 
Rlisben and Keeping’s The Golden Shadow 
(Carousel, 60p) or Penelope Lively’s The 
Ghost of Thomas Kempe (Piccolo, 35p). I 
have chosen these titles almost at random 
from an abundance of new paperbacks 
for children and among nearly three 
hundred items, from a variety of sources, 
the only examples I can find priced at 
more dian 99p—apart from Mr Moon — 
are two collections of pieces by J. R. R. 
Tolkien, also published by Allen & Unwin, 
and each costing £1 exactly. 

Allen & Unwin have always been to tbe 
fore in the battle for the “ realistic ” 
pricing of books, but I believe that their 
pursuit of this policy in respect of child¬ 
ren’s paperbacks is doubly misguided In 
the first place it runs absolutely counter 
to the present movement to bring as many 
children’s books as possible within the 
purchasing power of children themselves. 
For although some paperbacks are un¬ 
attractive (you have ro break the back of 
Mollie Hunrer’s The Sound of Chariots 
to read the words on the inner margins), 
or cumbersome (Mr Moon himself». and 
although the reduction in size and quaiity 
of picture books (eg. Tomi Ungerer's 
The Beast of Monsieur Racine, Puffin. 
50p) may detract from their original 
intention. it is difficult to see how Tery 
many children will ever discover the 
delights of owning their own books with¬ 
out access to this great store of sensibly- 
priced literature. A brief appendix to this 
article lists some further excellences from 
the 1973 crop of paperbacks, and it would 
be depressing and shameful if rhe Allen & 
Unwin philosophy were to prevail and 
books of such quality were to be lifted 
out of rhe reach of Every Child’s packer 
money.

Silver jubilee for

Nineteen., seventy-six will . he I 
John ^Pritchard’s twenty-fifth'! 
year "ok a conductor 1 at the 
Gyndebourne Festival, and 
his eighth as' musical direc¬ 
tor. -To mark the occasion, as 


in 1853, which was really the 
opening of contact with Japan 
and the- West after a lapse of 
250 years and an industrial re¬ 
volution. Harold Prince, pro¬ 
ducer ‘and director, was fas¬ 
cinated by the theme, but the 
play was eventually turned into 
a ■ musical, using * Weidman’s 
book and music and lyrics by 
Stephen Sondheim. 

-Somewhere along the line the 
derision was ’made to base the 
performing style very loosely on 
the Japanese Kabuld theatre, 
which is one of the best-known 
Japanese theatrical genres. In 
die last. quarter of a century 
Kabuld troupes . have played 
regularly in the West. 

The manner is different from 
die more refined Noh drama, 
or, for that matter, the puppet 
theatre of Bunrakn. It is a 
popular - theatre, dealing with 
comedies as well as legends, for 
it is not a court theatre like 
the Gagaku. It combines acting 
with dancing and music and, as 
in die days of the Shakespearian 
theatre, all roles, male and 
female, are taken by men. 

Sondheim’s music is in a style 


t|iat might be called Japon- 
aiserie (Leonard Bernstein 
quite often seems to be try st¬ 
ing with Madam Butterfly in 
the orchestra pit) but also uses 
some authentic Japanese instru¬ 
ments.. 

The lyrics are totally western 
and—as is the custom with 
Sondheim—devilish, wittily and 
delightfully clever. Musically 
there is a disoarity between 
Sondheim’s operetta-like ele¬ 
gance and ethnic overlay, but 
even this succeeds with all its 
carefully applied patina of 
pastiche—that on demand can 
embrace Sullivan or Offenbach. 

-But it could be a Pyrrhic 
victory. The form of the musical 
itself is perhaps not up to the 
seriousness of the material and 
the sensitivity and sensibility 
with which it is presented. 
Moreover, Weidman’s book, 
while strikingly original, does 
not always rest happily within 
the conceptual format of the 
show—at times it seems as 
though we' are well and truly 
in the world of Sutie Wong. 

Prince’s staging uses all the 
familiar Kabuld tricks—often

Dinsdale Landen 
swivels about in, his dressing 
room ch air, gesgries and voice 
conveying enthusiasm; it’s not 
necessary uo ask if he's 'enjoying 
if. “ This had never happened 
before in a farce. It took 
London by storm. You see, it’s 
a very good thriller as well— 
it’s not just augag evening. Even 
If you don’t like farce you could 
still find yourself saying, * Yes,

with the National Theatre, 
although he has been with the 
Royal Shakespeare in Suzanna 
Andler.

It’s 
a process of relaxation into the 
evening—if they adore it and 
like you, well, then it’s

In Plunder Dinsdale Landen 
is called on to fall over flat 
on his back beside the slumber¬ 
ing Dandy Nichols, to leap 
about the set like a neurotic 
tree-frog, to smash bits of. glass 
underfoot with a child-like glee, 
as well as executing numerous 
entrances and exits with hair- 
fine timing. 

In 192S Ralph Lynn played 
D’Arcy Tuck, and not many 
people in the National’s audi¬ 
ences at the Old Vic, or at the 
Lyttelton Theatre when it moves 
to . the new building in March, 
will remember that production. 
But one person does—very well 
indeed. Ben Travers, the play’s 
89-year-old author. He was sit¬ 
ting just in front of me during 
one of. the preview perform¬ 
ances, unabashedly enjoying his 
own work. The hew D’Arcy

Messiaen in Dublin 


The Dublin Festival of tweu- 
tieth-Crtitury music is frank 
and uncompromising. There is 
never a note that steps outside 
the title’s context, and the con¬ 
temporary field reviewed is 
always as broad as possible. 
Sometimes the resultant _ im¬ 
pression has been of a fascinat¬ 
ing but disturbingly unrelated 
pattern, so this year the Music 
Association of Ireland, whose 
healthy prodigy the festival is, 
gave it a centre round which 
to baUd by taking a detailed 
look at one of the most a S2gnifi- 
cant figures of our time in 
Olivier Messiaen. His presence

A decision in the best interests of Marsh

Marsh, who is 31, and played 
nine times for England, is fee 
biggest export from British to 
American football so far, a current, 
first division player as weE as tbe 
club's captain until Manchester 
City decided to part wife trim.

Two English and Australian sides of old

Cricket in Australia is booming, 
more than for many yens. Spon¬ 
sors, players and caterers are aU 
cashing In and so are those 
people who enjoy choosing teams 
from various eras. Over 40,000 
people responded to a competition 
I run recently in a Sydney news¬ 
paper to pddc the best Australian 
side at the last 30 years. 

Sir Donald Bradman had set 
fee ball rolling by choosing his 
own team from among those who 
have played for Australia since 
fee war. He was asked to do so 
on the unde rstanding that he him¬ 
self should be captain and bat at 
; No 3. Now Bin O'Reilly, a staunch 
defender of times past, has picked 
his post-war England team, intro¬ 
ducing it by saying that “ oar 
Australian ego is in for a nasty 
| bump ", 

Although Bradman rates O’Reilly 
as the greatest bowler he ever 
saw, Ik omits him cm the grounds 
that by March, 1946, when he 
played his only post-war Test 
match, he was past his best. I 
doubt whether the New Zealand 
batsmen would agree (O’Reilly's 
figures for fee match were eight 
for 33) but he was over 40 by 
then and had retired by tbe time 
MCC came to Australia later fee 
same year. 

Bradman’s side, in batting order, 
j is: Morris, Simpson, Bradman, 
Harvey, L Chappell, G. Chappell, 
Miller, Bexixud, Davidson, Lind¬ 
wall mid TaHoo. Two omissions 
caused the most controversy. One 
was Bassett (Bradman’s twelfth 

man), the other Barnes.

Hassett would haw bad to 
come in for one of tbe Chappells 
and Barnes for Simpson, whose 
slip catching swung it his way.

any more than, until a year ago, 
Bradman would have picked a 
side containing only one genuine 
spinner. 

Tbe last MCC tour of Australia 
siarted In Adelaide where Brad¬ 
man lives. Watching their battery 
of fast bowlers in fee nets one 
day, be asked when fee leg spin¬ 
ner was going to come back into 
English cricket. “No Australian 
side is complete without one,” he 
said. Yet of the last 14 sides to 
play for Australia, only three 
have contained a specialist leg 
break bowler. 

Of fee 121 wickets to be taken 
by fee bowlers of both sides in 
fee present series, no more than 
19 have gone to spin and the 
faster bowlers have bowled three 
and a half overs to every one by 
fee spinners. As, no doubt, a 
reluctant concession to this 
modern trend, Bradman's side 
contains only Benaud to bowl more 
than an occasional - over of spin. 

The best of those Australians 
who played all their cricket after 
fee war nor to have found a place 
are La wry (only Bradman, 
Harvey and Ian Chappell have 
made more Test hundreds for 
Australia) Walters. O’Nein, 
McKenzie and Bill Johnston, as 
wen as tiie two destrovers of 
today, Thomson and Lillee. By all 
and sundry Ray Lindwall, now a 
Brisbane florist, is ranked as the 
greatest of fee fast bowlers. For 
his fielding Shea ban would have 
been fee best twelfth man had 
Bradman not wanted to pay a 
compliment to Hassett.

It was 
fantastic and I felt so proud, not 
Just for myself but for having done 
it for Britain. Anyway, I’m sick 
of people. knocking our country. 
It’s great to see everyone cheered 
up fay my success.”

Squash rackets 

Bar conversation 
saves Open 
embarrassment

Squash Rackets Correspondent 

The British Open squash rackets 
championship, which will also be 
the first official world champion¬ 
ship. has been rescued from the 
imminent embarrassment of budge¬ 
tary austerity. Thanks to a con¬ 
versation at a squash club bar 
and tfae negotiations that rapidly 
sprang from it, the tournament 
will be sponsored by Lucas 
Industries, best known for their 
car components. They have an 
option for two more years. 

To be played at Wembley from: 
January 31 to February 9, the 
championship will carry about 
£ 10,000 in prize money for the 
professionals (more than double 
the 1975 figure), the winner 
earning about - £1,650. Both 
figures wffl be records, but the 
precise breakdown has yet to be 
worked out. The Squash Rackets 
Association will contribute £5,000 
towards running costs. The inter¬ 
vention of Lucas has probably 
doubled what seemed likely to be 
the overall budget and trebled 
the first prize. It has enabled the 
championship to advance to new 
heights Instead of slipping back 
from last year’s record prize 
money. 

Shortly before Christmas two 
Midlands businessmen played 
squash ac tire Solihull Arden club, 
and later chatted casually about 
tiie fact that the first world 
championship had no sponsor. 
One of those men was a Lucas 
director, Glyn Stfley, the other 
Michael Bull, whose local friends 
include Jonah Barrington, six 
times open champion. Barrington, 
chairman of the International 
Squash Professionals Association, 
then discussed 1 -the scheme with 
Mr Stfley. 

On January 6 —only 25 days 
before the, first round, of the 
championship — the Company 
decided to go ahead with' what 
was, for them, a new type of 
promotional activity. Seldom have 
such big decisions been made so 
quickly. 

During a press conference held 
yesterday at the Pernod Salon, 
New Bond Street, Barrington said 
that this' was a critical season 
because sponsorship had been 
tending to fall off at a time when 
the professional game was develop¬ 
ing in an encouraging way-

Ice skating 

Curry breaks into his own rare 
version of ‘over the moon’

Geneva, Jan 13 

John Curry, the British cham¬ 
pion, made a promising challenge 
for the European figure skating 
championships that were begun 
here today with the men’s com¬ 
pulsory figures. Curry finished 
third, as last year, but this time 
it was a quirk of marking that 
placed him behind Sergei Volkov 
(Soviet Union) as wuU as the dear 
leader, Vladimir Kovalev, the 
Russian holder of the tide. (To 
remove early confusion it should 
be added that Volkov later won 
the world championship of 1975 
and that both Russians had been 
beaten by Yuri Ovchinnikov— 
placed seventh today—In the 
Russian championships.) 

Curry finished second on over¬ 
all points, 45.28, to Kovalev’s 
45.64, bat Volkov amassed only 
45.08. Volkov was given the 
silver medal on the strength of 
half a place mark, a statistical 
oddity that could well disappear 
in the welter of figures thrown up 
later by the short programme and 
tfae free skating. Volkov launched 
himself above Curry, on place 
marks, that is, with a fine set of 
loops on the last of the three 
figures. 

There is further encouragement 
for Curry’s strong position in the 
fact that Jan Hoffmann, of East 
Germany, a former world cham¬ 
pion, who missed last year's com¬ 
petitions because of injury, was 
back in the fray. He was a con¬ 
sistently placed fourth. 

The British champion is a man 
of few words and fewer outward 
signs of emotion, but even he 
; could not withstand a wide smile 
when I asked him how he felt 
the morning bad gone. “ I’m very 
pleased ”, he said. “ X did some 
good ■figures.” Its equivalent, on 
an emotional lewd, might be the 
reaction of, say, Kevin Keegan 
being “ over the moon ” at scor¬ 
ing three goals against Erertou at 
Goodlson Park. 

Robin Cousins, Britain's second 
string, did two good figures, 
which would have placed him 
about tenth, and then fell to 
pieces on 1 the loops to finish 
thirteenth. “ I panicked from 
start to finish ”, he said, as his 
mark, 28.5, showed clearly 
enough. Glyn Jones, the third 
Briton, lies sixteenth. He and 
Cousins will show the best of 
themselves when the free pro-

grammes are held ou Thursday 
evening. 

The British dance pair, Hilary 
Green and Glyn Watts, will be 
brougbt into serious action for the 
first time tomorrow, wondering 
what lies in store. For a variety 
of reasons 1975 was a year of 
disaster for them, a year when in 
more fortunate circumstances per¬ 
haps the •* world championship 
should have been theirs, and they 
are wondering if tbe judges are 
already conditioned to placing 
them at a lower level than they 
might have expected a year or so 
ago. Skating is a matter not merely 
of performing well on the night, ^ 
but of also building up the con-'* 
fidence of tbe judges in one's 
ability so that they ace predisposed 
to' make a generous assessment. 


Now rhey wonder if all the good 
will has vanished. 

Watts, for one. is resigned to 
whatever may come. “ I’m just 
going out there to enjoy myself 
he told me, “ and If the judges 
like what thev see, Lhat’H be fine. 
If not. . . There the conversa¬ 
tion must be alir-wed to lapse for 
fear of prejudicing the judges 
against the British couple if these 
words should catch their eye.

This dangerous game that could put a gun at 
the head of British reporters abroad

The open season declared for the 
exposure, and murder, of officials 
of the Central Intelligence Agency 
has spread from the United States 
to France,' where the Maoist news- 
paper Liberation has, in the argot 
of mobsters, put the finger on 32 
stationed in Paris. Such antics tend 
to be catching, and I earlier won¬ 
dered who would be the next victim. 

Apparently not the KGB. A 
spokesman of Liberation told one of 
our Paris correspondents yesterday 
that it was obviously difficult to pro¬ 
duce verifiable lists because most 
Soviet diplomats work for or col¬ 
laborate with the KGB. This was 
disingenuous even for French 
Maoists, and did not deter the Lon¬ 
don correspondent of the Washington 
Post from joining the fashionable 
new trend. 

Denied one of those scoops of in¬ 
vestigative reporting, for which his 
paper is justly famous, Mr Bernard 
Nossiter put his finger on British 
foreign correspondents. Many 
British correspondents working over¬ 
seas, according ro. this intrepid dis¬ 
ciple of Lincoln Steffans and Bern¬ 
stein and Woodward, are agents of 
British intelligence. 

No specific charges are made. No 
individual is named—except Kim 
Philby—and certainly no evidence is 
produced. By any standards, cer¬ 
tainly those of the British press 
which Mr Nossiter despises, it is a 
sloppy piece of misre porting. It 
could also be extremely dangerous. 

The danger was recog'nized by the 


Washington Post when it commented 
editorially on the murder of the 
CIA station chief in Athens. “The 

public identification of Richard 
Welch was tantamount to an open 
invitation to kill him- The surprise 
is not that diU happened to him, but 
rather that it has not happened pre¬ 
viously ro others. 

“That none of the critics pulled 
the trigger Ls meaningless. There are 
enough potential killers at large 
around the world to spare the critics 
that chore." The Post went on to 
say that such critics were abetting 
the technique of Indirect assassination 
which rhey had often denounced as 
a characteristic of the CIA, but never¬ 
theless published the following from 
their man in London. 

A long line of admiring British 
journalists, some of them un¬ 
doubtedly on the agency’s payroll, 
have painted the Secret Intelligence 
Service (SrS), as the British foreign 
intelligence agency is now known, as 
the world’s greatest. 

“ An ex-research ufficer who 
covered a key region from a desk in 
the 19-storey, L-shaped office tower 
that houses the agency behind Water¬ 
loo Station thinks its reports are not 
much better than those a skilled 
journalist could produce. This is not 
surprising. A remarkable number of 
British journalists abroad are reputed 
to be SIS officers.... 

“‘Fleet Street relies on the secret 
vote to keep its correspondents in the 
field these days', one authority 


insists. The “ secret vote " is the 
figure publicly published for the SIS 
budget. 

“This statement is surely an 
exaggeration. Nevertheless, a con¬ 
tributing editor at one of Britain’s 
most distinguished journals esti¬ 
mates that more than half of that 
particular paper’s fulltime foreign 
staffers are on the SIS payroll.” 

I have never met a contributing 
editor in Britain—except to the ex¬ 
tent that all editors contribute 
some thing to their newspapers as 
ordinary reporters investigate—but l 
wonder if Mr B. Nossiter realizes 
what he is doing, or if he cares. 
Probably not in both instances, but 
here is'example of what could hap¬ 
pen. 

Many years ago, when all corres¬ 
pondents of this newspaper were 
anonymous, I was in Syria covering 
some elections held after a coup 
d’Ecac. One of the local French- 
ianguage newspapers reported that 
Britain’s Middle East intelligence 
chief had arrived to fix the elec¬ 
tions. The next day another paper 
identified him as The Times 
correspondent. 

I was much younger In those days, 
and artlessly wondered if this was 
some kind of obscure compliment. 
Alas, or perhaps fortunately for me, 
for- most Syrians wbo knew about 
these things The Times correspon¬ 
dent was not me. the special who 
had flown in from Cairo, but the 
local correspondent. Soon after¬ 


wards. two strangers knocked at. the 
door of his Arab-house near the wall 
of the old city and perforated him 
with five shots from a Luger. Be 
was a tough old bird and survived, 
but this is a cautionary tale which 
should impress most responsible 
journalists—another American ex¬ 
pression—if not Mr B. Nossiter. • 

I would prefer ro forget Mr B. 
Nossiter, and address my remarks to 
Mr Ben Bradlee, the managing editor 
of the Washington Post. He must 
know that the world is now very much 
more dangerous than it was in the 
fifties when he worked abrqad, and 
that many of the newly-jndependent 
countries are xenophobic and have 
little understanding of how a free 
press works. 

In this new, uncomfortable and 
occasionally dangerous world are 
stationed a few hundred British, 
North American and western Euro¬ 
pean foreign correspondents. Invari¬ 
ably they work alone. They do not 
have the protection of diplomatic 
status, and would reject it if it was 
offered. 

I do not want to dramatize them, 
because I know theirs is one of the' 
best jobs in the world, but they do 
work on the frontiers of instant 
knowledge. They ask the awkward 
questions. They seek out the terror¬ 
ists, the freedom fighters, and all the 
other trigger-happy men who make 
the headlines, and occasionally 
history. 

Their one defence is that over the 
years they have buik up collectively 


a reputation of integrity and inde¬ 
pendence. Presumably there are one 
or. two black sheep. (Those 1 I have 
met were CIA men-supposedly repre¬ 
senting small American newspapers 
which have never stationed a man in 
their state capital, let-alone abroad 
—but never mind). 

Until now they have been accepted 
for what they are, but I hate to think 
' of what could happen in certain parts 1 
of the world when B. Nassiteris; 
McCarthyist charge is read by xeno- , 
phobics overly willing to believe the I 
worst 

-It is a damning and damnable ! 
charge, which can be neither proved j 
nor disproved. I know that • this 
newspaper does not rely on London 
or Moscow gold to keep its corre¬ 
spondents in the field. I cannot 
believe that other reputable British 
or American' newspapers would be 
foolish enough to take tainted 
money. 

On the other hand, I cannot swear 
that some obscure person masquerad¬ 
ing as a correspondent is actually 
working for the CIA, KGB or the SIS. 
For all I know, B. Nossiter is work¬ 
ing for one of them. 

I do not believe that he is,' but. 
after his McCarthyist smear he might 
find it difficult to persuade the 
trigger-happy otherwise—that is if 
he worked on those occasionally, 
dangerous frontiers instead of from 
the safety of Washington, Geneva and 
London. 
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The headlong race to the Birmingham madhouse 


Mr Geoffrey Drain, Genera] 
Secretary of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Local Government 
Officers, has been insisting, on 
behalf of his members, tbat the 
Government should abandon its 
suggestion of a modest reduc¬ 
tion ip the speed at which the 
spending by local authorities of 
other people’s money has been 
increasing; on the contrary, 
says the engaging fellow, the 
spree must continue unabated, 
and the union must be prepared 
to take industrial action, if 
necessary, to ensure its continu¬ 
ance. Nor is there any problem, 
it seems, about finding the 
money; rates aren’t nearly as 
high as they could and should 
be, and local authorities have 
virtually unfettered powers to 
put them up yet again, on which 
powers they should act. 

Nov,- Mr Drain might seem to 
have taken the ancient belief 
that eels get used to skinning 
about as far as it can be taken, 
if not further; such conclusion 
would, however, be misplaced. 
For I have just received a 
document containing proposals, 
for increased public expendi¬ 
ture, so comprehensively lunatic 
in their niagaraic extravagance 
that they make NALGO appear 
to be composed of exceptionallv 
keen adherents of one oE those 
monastic orders whose members 
devote themselves to a life of 
complete poverty combined 
with mortification" of the flesh. 
What is more, the document 
comes neither from the General 
Secretary of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Drunken Sailors nor 
from the Corin and Vanessa 
Redgrave Fun-Revolutionary 
Hanging is Too Good for Sol¬ 
zhenitsyn Front and Release the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs Committee, 
but from the West Midlands 


County Council, and what is 
more still, it comes not in the 
form of a series of jottings on 
the back of an envelope for the 
scenario of a new situation- 
comedy series for television, but 
as a Bill 'at present before 
Parliament, and what is even 
more than that, it will become 
law one of these days if nothing 
is done about it. 

The Bill begins, as is tbe 
usual practice among those 
desirous of dipping their diges¬ 
tives in other people's cocoa, 
with a ringing claim to be doing 
it all in tbe cause of better¬ 
ment. motherhood and kindness 
to animals: “It is”, claims the 
preamble, “ expedient that 
further and better provision 
should be made for the 
improvement and (sic) local 
government of the West Mid¬ 
lands County ...” The Bill 
then explains the form that the 
further and better provision 
should take, insisting that it is 
no less expedient “that the 
powers of the West Midlands 
County Council . . . and of the 
councils of the districts within 
the county should be extended 
in relation to commercial and 
trading activities Finally— 
and this was the bit that made 
more vivid than ever the feel¬ 
ing, which I have so often 
expressed in this column, that 
the whole country has been 
turned into a lunatic asylum 
without our knowledge—the 
summary of the Bill declares 
that it is likewise expedient 
“ that the Birmingham City 
Council be authorized to pro¬ 
vide or arrange for the pro¬ 
vision of motor races on certain 
streets in tbe city of 
Birmingham 

Then we ger down to detail.

What the West Midlands 
County Council warn Parlia¬ 
ment to do is to authorize them 
to provide and manage hotels, 
chalets and other holiday 
accommodation, to establish 
and manage restaurants and to 
provide for the supply of food 
[with or with Quit drink] and 
drink [with or without food), to 
set up a catering advisory and 
consultancy service, to provide 
and maintain bakeries and 
butcheries, to grow or other¬ 
wise provide and supply horti¬ 
culture! produce, including 
fruit, vegetables, flowers, pot 
plants, decorative foliage, 
herbs, trees and shrubs and 
seeds, bulbs and other material 
for sowing or planting for the 
production of such fruit, veget¬ 
ables, flowers, plants, foliage, 
herbs, trees or shrubs or for 
reproduction of the seeds, bulbs 
at other material planted, to 
supply any souvenir, ornament, 
article or thing which in tbe 
opinion of the local authority 
has a connexion. with or relates 
to their area, to undertake 
printing on behalf of any per¬ 
son, to carry on the business of 
estate agents and of travel 1 
agents, to manufacture and 
supply house furniture, includ¬ 
ing upholstery, carpets, lino¬ 
leums and other floor ‘cover¬ 
ings, household utensils, china 
and glass goods, fittings, cur¬ 
tains and all things capable of 
being used therewith or in the 
maintenance, repair or manu¬ 
facture thereof, to provide and 
maintain garages and petrol 
filling stations, to supply {by 
way of sale whether wholesale 


or retail, lease, hire or hire- 
purchase) timber, joinery 
materials, plywood; hardboard, 
■ woodblocks for flooring and 
other purposes, boxes, windows, 
doors, woodpulp, woodwati, 
sleepers, tool handles, panel¬ 
ling, woodwork, furniture, hard- 
board, fibreboard, cardboard, 
paper, string, rope, sbeBac, 
french polish, totrfs, all kinds of 
grindstones, pins, screws, 
hinges, bolts, fasteners, iron¬ 
mongery, hardware and similar 
goods, to dose any or all of 
the streets m a designated area 
of Birmingham,, and exclude 
therefore all or any persons, 
vehicles, goods or things, in 
order to provide motor races 
on the whole or any part of 
the scheduled streets, and to 
borrow such sums as may be 
necessary for the purposes of 
the Act. 

Well, naturally; if Birming¬ 
ham Countil is going to pro¬ 
vide, among other tilings, a 
catering advisory service, 
greengrocery, printing, ail 
kinds of grindstones, and motor 
races, they are going to need 
a fair bit of the ready, and 
since the members of tbe coun- 
dl are hardly likely to be will¬ 
ing to pay the interest them¬ 
selves, it is only reasonable to 
expect the ratepayers, having 
paid for all that and a lot more 
besides, to pay also for the 
privilege of paying for it. 

But if we are, as I fear, living 
in a madhouse, it is possible, 
from the evidence provided by 
the West Midlands County 
Council in their Bill, to deduce 
just which madhouse we are 


living in: it is the one in which 
die Good Soldier Svejk was 
briefly incarcerated near the 
beginning of his immortal ana¬ 
basis, and of which he said, 
when be emerged: 

7 really dorct know why those 
loonies get so angry when 
they’re kept there. You can 
crawl naked on the floor, howl 
like a jackdl, rage and bite. If 
anyone did this anywhere on 
the promenade people would be 
astonished, but there its the 
most common or garden thing 
to do. There's a freedom there 
which not even Socialists have 
ever dreamed of. A chap can 
pass himself off as God Al¬ 
mighty, the Virgin Mary, the 
Pope, the King of England. Bis 
Imperial Majesty or St Wcnces- 
las . one chop even pretended 
to be St Cyril and St Methodius 
just to get a double portion . . . 
one was in a straitjacket aO. the 
time so he shouldn’t be able to 
calculate when the world would 
come to an end . . . sometimes 
they used to to Q each other 
fairy stories and started fight¬ 
ing when something very bad 
happened to a princess. The 
wildest of them all was a 
gentleman who pretended to be 
. the sixteenth volume of Otto’s 
Encyclopedia and asked every¬ 
body to open him and to find 
the entry: " Cardboard box 
stapling machine "... if was 
really like living in paradise 
there. You could kick up a row , 
fight, sing, cry, bleat, yell, 
jump, say your prayers, turn 
somersaults, crawl on aU fours, 
hop, run about, dance, slap, 
squat all day on your haunches 
and climb up the walls. No one 
would come to you and tell you 
“ You mustn't do that, sir. IPs 
' not decent. You dhoidd be 
ashaned of yourself. Aren’t you 
properly brought up?" 

Is that not a description, in 
the most literal terms, of the 
West Midlands County Council 
and their plans? Could we not, 
with only a little further investi¬ 


gation, name all tbe characters 
in Svejk’s story—the one who 
wanted a double portion, the 
ones who thought they were the 
Pope, the King of England, St 
Wenceslas ana Otto’s Encyclo¬ 
pedia ? Have not the West Mid¬ 
lands County Council discovered 
a paradise in which its members 
can crawl naked on the floor, 
kick up a row. sing; cry. bleat, 
yell, turn somersaults and ‘climb 
up the walls—not to mention 
loot the public purse in order 
to set up restaurants, bakeries, 
travel agents and garages, sell 
decorative foliage, linoleum and 
■ grindstones, and stage motor- 
races through .the streets of 
Birmingham? Have they not 
indeed granted themselves "a 
freedom which not even Social¬ 
ists have ever dreamed of”?

Why Mrs Gandhi is tightening the screws on India 


The government-controlled In¬ 
dian press recently reported 
Mr Hubert Humphrey as tell¬ 
ing a Washington audience 
that it would be wrong to dub 
India a police state ** since no 
one has been shot”. As far as 
one is able to gather, there 
have been no shootings since 
Mrs Gandbi proclaimed a state 
of emergency six months ago— 
barring, of course, the recur¬ 
ring clashes between the police 
and members of rhe Maoist 
Naxalite Party in the jungles 
of Andhra and Bihar, in which 
27 extremists have died in the 
past nine months, according ro 
published reports. It is really 
to Mrs Gandhi’s credit that she 
has managed to forge a virtual 
police state without spilling 
blood. 

In the beginning. Mrs 
Gandhi appeared anxious to 
convince her critics that the 
emergency would last far a 
very tiiort period. “ The 
daughter of Jav.-aharlal Nehru 
is nor going to scuttle democ¬ 
racy”, she told a group of 
carefully selected admirers 
who called on her two weeks 
after the crackdown. Her 
Cabinet colleagues took the 


cue and went about saying that 
the emergency would he lifted 
in a matter of two or three 
months. When the Supreme 
Coun set aside her conviction 
by the Allahabad court, hopes 
rose that tbe abrogation of the 
June 26 proclamation was im¬ 
minent. 

But nothing of the sort has 
happened. If anything, the 
screws are being steadily tight¬ 
ened. " The emergency ”, the 
Prime Minister said in a 
recent statement, “ will be con¬ 
tinued so long as it is necess¬ 
ary, so long as we are con¬ 
vinced that the opposition does 
not intend to return ro the 
path of reason.” 

There is every reason to 
believe that Mrs Gandhi's orig¬ 
inal intention was ' really to 
revoke the emergency well 
before the end of the year. 
Why, then, has she changed 
her mind? The reasons are 
simple enough. She is just nol 
sure of what will happen once 
“ democracy is put back on the 
rails”. TLe recent municipal 
elections in Gujarat, in which 
the Congress Party was routed, 
have apparently convinced her 
that genuine democracy is still

Trouble 
in Spanish 
Sahara 

The Spanish Sahara, a country 
that few know and nobody 
loves, no longer exists. Follow¬ 
ing King Hassan's green march 
and astute retreat, Spain signed 
an agreement with Morocco and 
Mauritania on November 14, by 
which she undertook to share 
the administration of the terri¬ 
tory with the other two coun¬ 
tries for three months. 

All the signs are that Spain 
can out get oat—decolonize— 
quickly enough. By Christmas 
the colours of the foreign legion 
had been hauled down for the 
last time in the capital, El 
Aaiun. Tomorrow the last of 
the Spanish army will leave 
from Villa Cisneros. By the 
time the agreement runs out 
at the end of February, there 
will be little left to evacuate ex¬ 
cept the governor-general and 
his staff. Morocco has effective, 
if disputed, control of the Eon’s 
share of the territory, including 
the phosphate mines at Bir 
Craa; Mauritania similar con¬ 
trol ofth e smaller, southern 
part (they are still working on 
where, precisely, the boundary 
should be drawn). 

The territory has, then, for 
all practical purposes, been de¬ 
colonized : tiie likelihood is 
that it will have been decolon¬ 
ized out of existence. Much of 
the November agreement has 
remained secret. Nothing has 
been said officially, for example, 
about Spain retaining only a'35 
per cent share in the phosphate 
industry; the amount Morocco 
is paying Spain for the other 65 
per cent:'the price at.which 
Spain will. continue to import 
phosphates; the future status 
.erf tire Spanish enclaves ■ of 
Ceuta and Mellila—or of the 
British enclave, .on Spanish ter¬ 
ritory but provisioned by.Mqr- 
occo—Gibraltar. 

One of tbe published clauses, 
though, does state that “the 
opinion of fibe Saharan popula¬ 
tion as expressed by the Yema’a 
wili be respected”. 

The Yema’a was an assembly 
consisting of 103 tribal and. 
community leaders created by 
Spain to be the instr um e nt of 
its policy of internal self-gov¬ 
ernment. This clause was then 
a nod in the direction of self- 
determination. It was not quite 
the referendum that the UN- 
had been demanding for the 
past ten years, and that the Sec- 
crecary-General, Dr Waldheim, ' 
had recommended, together.- 
with a six-month UN presence, 
as a result of his visit to the 
area at the end of. October. But 
it was better than nothing. 

Unfortunately, s almost the 
first thing that happened after 
the signing of that agreement 
was that the Yema*s dissolved 
itself by the Guelta Declaration 
and became the Provisional 
National Council. And by mid- 
December 97 of • its members 
had joined the camp of the Poll- 
sario independence movement. 
The Polisario had been fighting 
Spain almost entirely on their' 
own, since 1973; now, with con¬ 
siderable help from Algeria, 
they are fighting Morocco and 
Mauritania. 

The members of the Yema’a 
had cooperated with the Span¬ 
ish authorities thus incurring 
the bitterest contempt and 
hatred of the Polisario. But 
rather than cooperate in the 
same way with Mauritania and 
Morocco', they have swallowed 
their pride and joined Forces 
wirh the guerrillas. 

It was, in effect, a very 
powerful expression of opinion. 
But it was not self-determina¬ 
tion. The world and the 
UN have stood by. appar¬ 
ently helpless,, while that basic 
principle, which has guided 
the independence of nearly 
every ex-colony in the world, 
has been swept aside by main 
force. And, as usually happens 
iu such cases, they have only 
stored up further trouble for 
themselves. 


Short of a full-scale war be- 
tween Morocco and Algeria— 
aod neither side is anxious to 
reactivate the nasty Ettle . 
frontier war they fought in 
1963 —there is no chance of 
the Polisario on their own 
forcing the Moroccan army to 
withdraw. 

So far they have fought a 
number of creditable battles, 
but have not won a single deci¬ 
sive victory. They ambushed a 
_ number of Moroccan desert . 
convoys in the north, but cottid 
not prevent the.. Moroccans-, 
taking over the traditional. 
tribal centre of Sinara as the 
Spanish withdrew to El Aainn, 
□or could they stop them 
taking over El Aaiun when the 
Sp anis h left the capital. In the;- 
soutjh, they withstood a long 
siege -in La Giiera, hut the. 
Mauritanians finally took it. 
And the pattern will probably' 
be repeated in the next few 
days when the Mauritanians 
seek to take the place of the 
Spanish in Villa Cisneros. 

Bat if the Polisario cannot 
hope to oust the Moroccans, it 
will be equally difficult for the' 
Moroccans to clear the desert of 
guerrillas, provided they con¬ 
tinue to have their fail-back : 
bases on Algerian soil. Before.. 
long—at the latest at the end 
of February when the Novem¬ 
ber agreement expires—the 
Polisario will be announcing the 
setting up of a government in 
exile. Sooner or later, with their 
long history of mutual distrust 
and antipathy, either Algeria 
or Morocco is going to lose 
.patience. 

If it did come to a showdown, 
Algeria would probably have 
the edge. The Mauritanian army 
is negligible. The Moroccans 
and Algerians are equally 
matched in numbers, with 
armies of 55,000 men each. Tbe 
Moroccans have a slight superi¬ 
ority in tanks and artillery, 
while the Algerians have a 
much bigger air force—206 war¬ 
planes against 60. To this, must'_ 
be 'added, as a result of 
Algeria’s recent diplomatic 
coup, Libya’s 100 MiGs. 

Up to now, on the diplomatic 
front. King Hassan has had it 
-practically all his own way. 
With the exception of Syria, , 
Libya and Yemen, all the - 
Arab states supported either, 
his march or the November ., 
agreement. He has also had the 
support of France and America. .( 
Algerian support has been limi¬ 
ted to the African states and> 
presumably, Russia. 

It is chat line-up which gives 
some substance to President ..

Old soldiers returning to India 


Bv Philip Howard 
'Former officers of the old 
Indian Army are about to 
make a send mental passage 
back to India in the first such 
corporate pilgrimage since 

independence. 

The first party of about 30 
leaves on Friday, the second in 
February. Both are packed 
with names that were familiar 
for many generations in the 
cantonments of the Indian 
Army: Bromilotv of the Jodh¬ 
pur ’ Lancers; Meiklejohn of 
the Poona Horse; Major-Gen¬ 
eral Hughes, Mountain Artil¬ 
lery, who since the sun sec on 
the Raj has become the most 
eminent historian of the Royal 

Artillery. 

Probably the most resonanr 
name, echoing down the cen¬ 
tury since India was the 
brightest jewel fn Victoria’s 
crown, belongs to Mrs W. 5. 
Aspinall, 'the grand-daughter oF 
the great Major Mayne ' who 
founded Mayne’s Horse, one of 
the private cavalry regiments 


that, become the flower of the 
Indian Army. 

Wives, widows, and 
daughters are joining in the. 
return to the subcontinent 
where their families spent the 
best years of their lives and in 
many cases left their graves¬ 
tones. The visit has been sug¬ 
gested and organized by the 
Indian High Commission and 
the Indian Tourist Board, 'and 
encouraged by the heirs of the 
old soldiers, the present Indian 
Array. 

The first expedition is being 
led by Brigadier John Wood¬ 
roffe, hue of Sktnoer’s Horse, 
Central India Horse, and the 
15 Punjab Regiment, who is 
currently promoting govern- 
meat, diplomatic, and foreign 
business for the Carlton Tower 

Hotel. Brigadier Woodroffe 

says: “Very many of our old 
friends still in the Indian 
Army have written urging us 
to come and offering, to_ enter¬ 
tain us. This' is not a trip into 
nostalgia. We are. going out to 


see - what the Army is Eke 
today; not primarily to revisit 
the places where we- were 
before.” . 

Their crowded itinerary in¬ 
cludes visits to the Army 
Centre at Meerut, to. Delhi 
Cantonment, and to the Raj- 
path in Delhi to watch the 
Republic Day Pa rads. There is 
an optional day at the Sariska 
game sanctuary, to meet again 
tiger, leopard, sambar, nilgai, 
and chidkara: “If cooditioos 
permit, a tiger-bait will be 
arranged and ebxs is included 
in the cost of Che tour.” 

Brigadier Woodroffe says: 
“We are going bock because it 
was a privilege to serve in the 
Indian Army. -We want _ to 
ream* to the country in winch 
we had such a marvellous time 
in peace and war.- But our 
journey is abo a ago, in a 
time of increasing xenophobia, 
that it is possible for races 
separated by half the world to 
get on together and feel some¬ 
thing like love for each other.”

English 
prints 
far exceed 
estimates

A sale . of English prints, 1700- 
1350. at Sotheby’s Belgravia yes¬ 
terday bad been expected to realize 
£4,000 .to £6.000. bnt It brought In 
£11,732 with only 4 per cent 
unsold. 

The prints were a mixed bag, 
not mainly of outstanding quality, 
embracing sporting scenes, views 
in Switzerland, Germany, the East 
and elsewhere, a few genre scenes 
and some mezzotint portraits. The 
message appeared to be that decor¬ 
ative hut inexpensive graphics are 
in strong demand. 

A made-up album of the 
"Works of William Hogarth” 
brought the top price of the sale 
at £1,485 with premium (estimate 
£300 to £5C0). They were fine 
eighteenth-century impressions and 
bound with. some extra loose 
plates. Hogarth prims appeared 
to be in the doldrums last year, 
even contemporary albums seldom 
fetc hing more than £500 to £600. 

Late lithographic views of Swit¬ 
zerland, not the desirable early 
aquatints, were selling weQ 
bevond expectations. 

In Bond Street Sotheby’s held 
their first 1976 sale of Chinese 
Ch’ing porcelains. It totalled 
£18,468. with 5 per cent unsold. It 
was a routine sale but it was not¬ 
able that a goodly number of 
foreign dealers had come over, for 
a low-season event.

‘in good taste’ 

Souvenirs for the Queen’s Silver 
Jubilee next year, winch bear 
photographs and certain royal 
devices, most be in good taste, the 
Lord Chamberlain's office said 
yesterday. 

According to the guidelines, 
such souvenirs must also be free 
from any form of advertising and 
carry no implication of royal 
custom or approval. 

Buckingham Palace said good 
taste meant “not excessively in¬ 
congruous ”, 

The devices co n c e rned are: The 
royal arms or component parts 
(such as the supporters or the 
crown) ; the arms of the Duke of 
Edinburgh or component parts; 
the Queen’s or the Duke’s cipher ; 
and approved photographs of the 
Queen and die Duke. 

The Lord Chamberlain an¬ 
nounced that the Queen had 
approved that die rules governing 
the commercial use of the photo¬ 
graphs and insignia should be 
temporarily relaxed to allow the 
use of the devices listed. 

Any of the articles produced by 
authority must not be sold to the 
public before January 1, 1977, nor 
manufactured after October 1, 
1977. 

Exhibitions of well designed 
souvenirs wiii be arranged by the 
Design Council at its London and 
Glasgow Design Centres.

M. PIERRE JEAN JOUYE 


M Pierre Jean Jouve, tiier 
French poet and novelist has 
died in Paris at the age of 83. 
A poet of-major stature it was 
only in comparatively recent 
years that he began to be appre¬ 
ciated outside France and 
indeed his acceptance inside 
France- remained, substantially 
a matter for other French poets 
rather than the poetry reading 
public. His own rejection of all 
his work before the collection 
Le Paradis Perdu (1929) also 
implied that his work had taken 
a new direction after that date. 

As a poet he was initially 
under the spell of on an imism 
and he was much under the 
influence of Romain Roll and. 
From 1925 he shrugged off and 
repudiated this influence., com¬ 
mitting himself to Roman 
Catholicism and to Freud. The. 
work of this early maturity 
(though Jouve’s new impulses 
ramp to aim after the age of 
forty) was poetry of spiritual 
strife and drama. From Les 
Voces (1928) and Sueur de Sang 
(1933). Jouve went on to explore 
in ever increasing complexity, 
his sense of <the ambiguities 
inherent in the strife between 
love of god and man’s carnality.

This poetry, as a did his 
novels which dealt with the 
same theme, verged on- the 
obsessive, but it was a powerful

TUC accept 
economy 
proposals for 
steelmiUs

. Provisional, agreement on far- 
reaching . changes in ^employ¬ 
ment practices in the state steel 
industry has been agreed with 
the. TUC steel industry com¬ 
mittee, according to a confi¬ 
dential -document now in limi¬ 
ted circulation among union, 
leaders. ' 

Mr Varley, Secretary of State 
for . Industry, is to meet the 
committee early next week to¬ 
wards the end of the 14-day 
period allowed by British Steel 
■to- secure', widespread union 
acceptance of the provisional 
agreement. 

The Government has so far 
maintained a studiously neutral 
poshion fii the state steel wage 
bill dispute,- although Mr Wilson 
has Indicated to the unions that 
the Cabinet accepts the need for 
thoroughgoing economies to 
make toe industry cost-effective. 

The three-page document, 
agreed after talks lasting more 
than. 20 hours at the weekend, 
will send a shudder of appre¬ 
hension, through the shopfloor. 

It ties steel unions to accep¬ 
tance-of compulsory redundan¬ 
cies, measures to halt unoffi- 
dal strikes and managerial pre¬ 
rogative in deciding where the 
guaranteed working week will 
be applied. 

--These hardline proposals, 
designed to cut the British Steel 
Corporation’s annual wages bill 
by £170m this year, are only 
pari of the eight-section joint 
statement which is being exam¬ 
ined by all unions in the steel 
industry. 

The provisional agreement 
opens With a preamble ack¬ 
nowledging- that state steel 
“ cannot continue to accept 
present employment practices 
which mean that even in its 
major plant BSC employees pro¬ 
duce about 200 tonnes per man- 
year, whereas major plants in 
/Europe and the rest of the 
world produce at least twice 
thru figure”. 

The two sides recognize that 
this gap in comparative pro¬ 
ductivity “is such that a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in manpower 
has to be made” . 

The proposed agreement 
accepts that these cuts will 
vary between works, but in¬ 
sists : _ “The scale of the 
reductions- needed is such that 
very significant changes in the 
organization and structure of 
work wifi be required so that 
working practices ' also match 
those of the- corporation’s 
competitors”. 

The statement argues that 
because of the big financial 
losses being made by state steel 
the unions must accept “neces¬ 
sary reductions in manpower 
and improvements in. produc¬ 
tivity commencing immedi¬ 
ately to be completed within 
two years—taking maximum 
advantage of natural wastage. 

In its most triling paragraph, 
the _ agreement says that the 
maximum opportunity for 
voluntary redundancy will be 
allowed. It adds: “But after 
jobs have been declared re¬ 
dundant, it is the corporation’s 
intention that if the manpower 
has not been reduced within 
22 weeks from the date when 
jobs are declared redundant by 
management, other redundancy 
measures will have to be 
applied * 


Crucial meeting of Gulf Oil board 


Washington, Jan 13 

Directors of the Gulf Oil Co, 
the seventh largest company in 
the United Stares, continued a 
board meeting today, which 
-.could result in a major re¬ 
organization of the company, 
including the dismissal of some 
top executives, disciplinary 
action against* other . senior 
members of management and 
the calling of a special meeting 

of shareholders. 

The meeting starred last 
night,.and company spokesmen 
are refusing to make any com¬ 
ment about the proceedings. 
They are even refusing to state 
whether Mr Robert Dorsey, the 
chairman, and. Mr E. D. 
Brockett, the former chairman 
and a director, are taking part 
in the meeting. 

Both are 'deeply involved in 
a controversy over widespread 
illegal political contributions 
made by Gulf in‘'the United 


States and abroad, which was, m 
the subject of a special com¬ 
pany report issued at the end 


of December. The report sug¬ 
gested that both Mr Dorsev 
and Mr. Brockett be excluded 
from today’s meeting. 

Gulf’s directors asked Mr 
John. McCloy, a New York law¬ 
yer not directly connected with 
the company, to compile a 
special report last year on its 
political activities following dis¬ 
closures by the Watergate 
special prosecutor and the 
Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission concerning huge secret 
payments by Gulf to prominent 
political figures. 

Mr McCloy has written a 298- 
page report detailing $123in 
(about £b.06m) in politicri pay¬ 
ments by Gulf over the past 14 
years. He concluded that the 
vast majority of these pay¬ 
ments were “patently illegal ”, 

The Gulf board must find a 
way to improve its now bighly- 
tamished image, and it is widely 
thought that Mr Dorsey’s resig¬ 
nation will be sought The board 


may also follow suggestions for 
a thorough reorganization of its 


legal department 


Disclosures about the com¬ 
pany’s illegal political payments 
has resulted in a number of 
suits against directors by share¬ 
holders demanding repayment 
to the company by the"directors 
of all of the money spent on 
political activities. 

Many directors claim they 
were kept in the dark about 
the payments, and some will 
seek a special meeting of share¬ 
holders to explain what has 

happened in che past and out¬ 
line to shareholders steps now 
being taken to restructure the 

company. 

But the controversy over 
political payments has forced 
much of the top management 
to neglect ocher pressing prob¬ 
lems facing the company, so the 
board will try and resolve once 
and for all the poliical contribu¬ 
tions issue so that more time 
can be devoted to other urgent 
corporate matters. 

Gulf spokesmen did not know 
if any statement would be 
issued to the public following 
today’s meeting. 


The critical issues that the 
company must solve result from 
a series of dramatic events in 
the ■ last half year that have 
sharply changed the shape of 
the company. 

The company has taken a 
sharp drop in earnings, with 
latest figures for the first nine 
months of 1975 down 40 per 
cent at $530m. 

Gulf has had its oil inrerests 

in Venezuela nationalized; it 

has been forced to relinquish to 
the Kuwaiti government its 40 

per cent holding in its single 

most important oil field ; it has 
failed ro bring about a merger 
with Rockwell international; it 
has been forced to suspend 
operations in Angola and faces 
payments there of some 5125m.

Britain accused by EEC of unfair 
discrimination in placin g rig orders

Britain is being taken to task 
by the EEC - for allegedly 
discriminating unfairly in 
favout of. British companies in 
its moves to exploit North Sea 
oil 

In a Note which is being sent 
to Uondoii and other Commun¬ 
ity capitals, the European 
Commission accuses the TJnited 
Kingdom - of favouring British 
producers of oil rig equipment 
at the expedite of their 
competitors' m other' member 
countries like Holland and 
France. This is incompatible 
with - the Community’s free 
competition rules. the 
Commission claims. - 

According to well-informed 
sources in Brussels, the Britissh 
have been offering a 3 per cent 
interest subsidy on. credits 
raised to finance the purchase 
of British 'material and ser¬ 
vices for. oil rigs since the 
middle of 1973. 

This state aid' was originally 
cleared by the Commission’s. 
anti-trust department, mainly 


on the ground that there was 
a shortage of such equipment 
in the Community at the time. 
In addition other suppliers' 
outside the Community, like the 
Norwegians, the Americans and 
the Japanese provided export 
Incentives for their suppliers of 
similar equipment and services. 

In the meantime, however, 
production facilities in other. 
member states have improved, 
and companies in countries like 
Holland and France are now at' 
a competitive disadvantage on 
the British market. 

The Commission argues- that 
the solution to this problem 
would be for the British to offer 
similar interest subsidies to 
firms in other Community coun¬ 
tries. This would enable free 
trade in the community to be 
restored, and all EEC producers 
to compete fairly with sup¬ 
pliers in non-meinber countries. 

Under Community rules, the 
British have a month to reply 
to tiie Commission's allegations. 
If they fail to respond to the 
initiative, the Commission can 
open formal legal proceedings.

The special $25.000m (about 
£12,50Qm) support fund for 
oil consuming countries within 
the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
may have to be renegotiated, 
or may simply go out of exis¬ 
tence, unless the United States 
Confess passes legislation 
dealing with the fund in the 
.near future. 

Staff members of the two 
main congressional committees 
concerned with this—the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee and the House ^Sub- 
committee on International 
Trade, Investment and 
Monetary Policy—say the 
prospect of Congness dealing 
with this matter in the next few 
months is remote. 

“There is just no pressure 
from the Treasury right now for 
us to act, and without that 
| pressure the matter will simply 
[ be forgotten up here”, one of 
i the congressional committee 
members states. 

The agreement setting up the 
fund requires ratification by at 
least 15 countries accounting 
for 60 per cent of the fund's 
quotas within a year of its sig¬ 
nature, which was the end of 
May last year. 

So far,' the United Kingdom 
has parsed an Act giving its 
assent to ratification, and the 
French have also acted. But a 
number of governments have 
still to move on the scheme, 
and it heeame clear at the IMF 
meeting in Jamaica last week 
that both Germany and Jaoan 
are unwilling to ratify until the 
United States has acted. 

Taken together, the United 
Stares, Germany and Japan- 
account for 52 per cent of the 
quotas, which makes their 
approval essential for the 
scheme’s implementation. 

Known as the “ sifetv net ’’ 
the special fund was sponsored 
by Dr Kissinger, the Secretary 
of State. 

. He maintained that it would 
increase the political solidarity 
of oil consuming countries and 
give these countries niuch- 
needed financial support in the 
face of possibly huge oil-pro¬ 
duced payments deficits. 

It was only under immense 
pressure from Dr Kissinger that 
the British and West Germans, 
among others, were willing to 
support the scheme, rather than 
continue to press for an expan¬ 
sion of the IMF’s oil facility. 

The oil facility itself is about 
to come to an end and as a 
result the OECD fund could 
have increased importance, par- 
ncuJariy for Italy and Britain. 

At the moment the saferv net 
appears to be a victim of dis¬ 
agreements between the Ameri¬ 
can Department of the Treasury 
and the State Department. It is 
now the Treasury’s responsi¬ 
bility, but congressional sources 
say Mr William Simon, the 
Treasury Secretary, has never 
attached as much importance to 
the scheme as Dr Kissinger did.

Aluminium destocking 

Further confirmation of the 
slow rundown in _ world 
aluminium stocks is provided in 
figures issued by die Interna¬ 
tional Primary Aluminium 
Institute in London. These show 
that total inventories stood at 
4.8 million tonnes at the end 
of last November, a drop of 
106,000 tonnes on the peak 
summer level. 


MPs fail to enforce industrial 
democracy in new state bodies

A group of Labour left¬ 
wingers yesterday failed ifl a 
bid to make the promotion of 
industrial democracy a statu¬ 
tory duty of the proposed Bri¬ 
tish Shipbuilders and British 
Aerospace Corporations. 

Mr Stanley Thorne, MP for 
Preston, South, told the Com¬ 
mons Standing Committee con¬ 
sidering the Aircraft and Ship¬ 
building Industries Bill that 
industrial democracy was no¬ 
thing more than a notion that 
rbe Government paid lip-service 
to from time to time. 

But Mr Kaufman. Minister 
of State For Industry, said 
industrial democracy was some- 
thing char had to grow organi¬ 
cally from the combined will 
and determination of all those 
who worked in the industry. 

Mr Kaufman said that fol¬ 
lowing assurances he made 


before Christmas he had re¬ 
ceived encouraging replies from 
the chairman of both we organ¬ 
izing committees of the two 
industries regarding industrial 
democracy. 

He intended to have compre¬ 
hensive consultations to seek 
views from all levels, particu¬ 
larly those of workers at the 
point of production, during the 
Committee stage of ihe Bill. - 

The results of these consulta¬ 
tions would be embodied in 
amendments the Government 

would put forward at the 
Report stage of the Bill. These 
would either be acceptable to 
MPs in the light of iheir know¬ 
ledge of the consultations nr 
they could put down their own 
amendments. 

Mr Kaufman unsuccessfulIv 
urged Labour backbenchers to 
withdraw an amendment which, 
if passed, would -have required 
British Aerospace to encourage 
the development of a strong 


and organic form of industrial 
democracy Within the industry. 

The amendment was subse¬ 
quently defeated by 21 vores 
to six. the Conservatives voting 
with the Government. 

Those who voted for the 
amendment were the Labour 
members Mr Ronald Thomas. 
Bristol, North West: Mr Thorne; 
Mr Eric Hoyle, Nelson and 
Colne; Mr Russell Kerr, Houn¬ 
slow. Felthara and Heston: Mr 
David Lambie, Central Ayr¬ 
shire. and Mr Gordon Wilson. 
Dundee. East. Scot Nat. 

Mr Tom King. Conservative 
MP for Bridgwater and an 
Opposition spokesman on indus¬ 
try, said he was against politi¬ 
cians deriding in Parliament 
the form that industrial demo¬ 
cracy should take in different 
companies. 

It was for people in rhe in¬ 
dustries to evolve the most 
satisfactory method of partici¬ 
pation and involvement. 


Five briefs 
on inflation

The inflation accounting steer¬ 
ing group, set up last week 
under the chairmanship of Mr 
Douglas Morpeth, has held its 
first meeting and set up five 
working parties.

This latter 
group (to he chaired by Pro¬ 
fessor H. Edey) has as its full 
terms of reference the consid¬ 
eration of the accountancy pro¬ 
fession's reactions to Sandilands, 
the problems of the treatment 
of liabilities, the treatment of 
monetary assets and the valua¬ 
tion of marketable and unquoted 
securities. 

A fifth working party, led by 
Mr I. F. H. Davison, will pre¬

Bonn exchange 
rate ‘ windfall ’ 

The downward trend of 
the Deutsche Mark on Foreign 
exchange markets in 1975 has 
brought the West German 
Federal Bank a sudden 
“profit” of DM5,500m (over 
£ 1 , 000 ml. 

According to the bank’s latest 
reserves statement, its net 
foreign assets rose by 
DM5,800m at the end of Decem¬ 
ber to DM84,500m. of which 
DM72,700m were net currency 
reserves. 

Some DM5,500m of the in¬ 
crease is due to a “revalua¬ 
tion " of the bank’s dollar hold¬ 
ings. 


French employers 
reject comanagement

The French employers 1 feder¬ 
ation (CNPF), ’which is holding 
its general assembly in Paris 
this week, collided with the 
Government’s policy of reform 
today by rejecting the nation 
of “cosupervision” of workers 
in industry. 

This is one of the far-reach¬ 
ing recommendations of the 
Sudreau report on company re¬ 
form published early last year. 

M Arab raise Roux, a vice- 
president of CNPF, and presi¬ 
dent of the Compagnie Generate 
cTelectririte, said that joint 
works committees had become 
an “organ of challenge much 
more than an organ of coop¬ 
eration”. Cosupervision pre¬ 
sented grave dangers. 

Let each one choose quite 
freely the type of society he 
wanes . . - but we must reject 
with the utmost vigour formu¬ 


las which under diverse labels 
aim through comanagement at 
unionizing and paralysing the 
management of firms.'' 

M Francois Ceyrac. who was 
reelected chairman of CNPF for 
another three-year term, was 
critical of the arracks against 
employers in recent months. 

“ We have been calumnied, 
vilified, in an intolerable 
fashion. We have reacted and 
shall do so again in order to 
restore the facts. 

“ Those who led these attacks 
and whose avowed objective is 
to abolish entrepreneurial frefr 
dora hope we shall yield. They 
are wrong ”, he declared at the 
opening of the assembly, which 
was attended by 500 employers 
and representatives of profes¬ 
sional organizations. 

He said it was necessary to 
remove the existing obstacles 
to laying off of staff in order 
to promote employment. Many 
employers hesitate to take on 
staff because they fear their 
hands will be tied. 


£8.5m budget for 
pit expansion

Development costing £8.5m is 
to be spent by the National Coal 
Board on Ackton Hali Colliery, 
Yorkshire, in the first phase of 
a plan aimed at making the pit 
a rail lion-to ns-a-year colliery. 

It is expected that the pit, 
which at present produces 
604*000 tons a year, will rise to 
831,000 tons immediately after 
the development. 

It is designed to extend opera¬ 
tions into new reserves in the 
Haigh Moor seam, replacing 
partly worked out areas of coal 
in the Silkstone seam. 

The scheme is part of the 
plan to replace two million tons 
of mining capacity in the north 
Yorkshire area, which is expec¬ 
ted to disappear through 
exhaustion during the next 10 
years. Nationally, £l,400m is 
being spent on the government 
plan for coal.

Survey finds 
British 
optimistic on 
economy

British consumers are sur¬ 
prisingly optimistic about the 
future of the economy, accord¬ 
ing to the European Com- 
munity’s latest k consumer 
survey published in Brussels 
today, 

Tbe report, based on a repre¬ 
sentative sample of 40,000 
households in all EEC member 
states except _ Luxembourg, 
shows that pessimism in both 
Britain and the Republic of Ire¬ 
land is clearly diminishing. By 

contrast, scepticism about the 

economic outlook has J n creased 
in West Germany. 

The British and Irish no 
longer expect the number of 
unemployed and consumer 
prices to increase as sharply as 
in tbe past. The Dutch, Belgians 
and Italians, however, have be¬ 
come more pessimistic, and ex¬ 
pect unemployment and infla¬ 
tion to gather speed. 

But there are still widespread 
fears in Britain, Ireland and 
Iraly that real incomes will fall 
this year. The French and the 
Danes are tbe most optimistic 
about an increase in their 
spending powers. 

The survey shows that de¬ 
mand for consumer durables is 
beginning to pick up in all 
member countries except Bel¬ 
gium. The British are among 
those who feel that the time 
is now ripe to buy goods like 
cars, televisions, dishwashers, 
washing machines and freezers. 

In an analysis of the results 
of the survey, the European 
Commission says that private 
consumption will probably re¬ 
cover in tbe months to come. 
This trend will be strongest in 
Denmark and France ana least 
marked in Belgium and Italy. 

The main explanation for in¬ 
creasing consumer demand in 
Denmark and France, the com¬ 
mission surmizes, lies in the 
relatively favourable income 
expectations among households 
there. In most other countries, 
except Ireland, it is principally 
due to an expected decline in 
savings. 


Poorest nations 
seek debt relief 

Paris, Jan 13.—-Third World 
countries will ask for emerg¬ 
ency solutions to the debt 
problem of the poorest develop¬ 
ing nations at negotiations later 
this year with the world’s 
major industrial power, reliable 
sources said here today. They 
have also agreed that discus¬ 
sion is needed on energy sup¬ 
plies to non-oil developing 
countries “ with reference to 
their balance of payments posi- 
sion’*, the source said.

Charles. Kennedy discusses the need for reform in the treatmenj of- companies 

and ihe taxation; issue 







In recommending that, apart 
from some relatively minor aj? 
terations, the existing stop-gap 
arrangements for the payment 
of corporation tax should be 
continued pending a full-scale 
review of the basis of the tax¬ 
ation of profit and income, the 
Sandilands Committee not only 
missed an opportunity, bur have 
also put the future of British 
industry at considerable hazard. 

The committee appeared to be 
inhibited because of what they 
considered could be the impli¬ 
cations for personal taxation of 
any radical proposals they might 
make for the taxation of com¬ 
panies. In this respect I believe 
.they were unnecessarily 
cautious. 

Companies and persons are 
quite different kinds of aaimal, 
and there is. no. reason on 
grounds of- principle why com¬ 
panies should be taxed in 

exactly the same way as per¬ 
sons are. 

Company taxation can be 
treated as a matter in its own 
right, and the compelling reason 
for doing so is that there are 
some important aspects of the 
existing arrangements that need 
to be changed as a matter of 
urgency. 

In approaching the question 
of corporation tax, it is well to 
be dear at the outset that the 
independent taxation of com¬ 
panies has damaging effects on ' 
industry, certainly by distorting 
the financial decision, and very 
possibly also by acting as a dis¬ 
incentive to investment. But 
first I must define more pre- 
dsely what I mean by the inde¬ 
pendent taxation of companies. 

Let us suppose—an heroic 
assumption—that we have 
agreed on an acceptable defin¬ 
ition of profits, that- is profits 
that, in the absence of taxa¬ 
tion, could be regarded as 
available for distribution to 
shareholders without making 
die company any worse off. 

Under the present imputation 
system, I would then want to 
say that there is independent 
taxation of companies if the 
rate of corporation tax on these 
profits exceeds the. rate of 
advance corporation tax paid 
on behalf of shareholders and 
the rate of tax credit. In other 
words, if companies and. share¬ 
holders together have to pay 
more tax on a given amount of 
profits than the income tax 
liability of the shareholders on 


dividends paid out of those 
profits. 

The independent taxation of 
companies distorts the financing 
decision by raising the cost of 
equity finance relatively to tbar 
of debt finance^ Consider the 
imposition of an independent 
tax on companies. Either the 
tax will be passed an, so that 
the pre-tax rare of profit will 
rise relatively to the rate of 
interest; or the tax will not be 
passed on. so that the share 
price will fall in relation to'net 
assets per share. In both cases 
the cost of equity finance will 
be raised. 

In the laiter case what Pro¬ 
fessor Merretr has called the 
financial viabilitv of the com¬ 
pany, that is its ability to obtain 
a share price in the market ar 
least as high as the net asset 
value per share, will be ad¬ 
versely affected: investment 
will be discouraged and the 
running down of the company's 
operations encouraged. 

With the rate of corporation 
tax currently 52 per ceiit and'- 
the rate of tax credit 35 per 
cent, the margin between the 
two is 17.per cent, but the rate 
of independent taxation of 
companies is considerably'more 
than this percentage. This is 
because what a company has to 
pay in independent taxation 
will, not be available for distri¬ 
bution and so cannot be 
matched by a rax credit. 

I will spare the reader the 
algebra required for working 
out the precise formula for 
determining the rate of inde¬ 
pendent taxation, and merely 
state that currently it results in 
a rate of independent taxation 
of 26 per cent. This is quite a 
substantial rate of tax. 

As compared with a situation 
in which there was no indepen¬ 
dent taxation, it implies that a 
company would have to earn 
about one third more in profits 
before tax, if it were to be able 
ro distribute the same amount 
to shareholders in .dividends. 

The distorting effect of the 
independent taxation of com¬ 
panies on the financing decision 
arises because interest payments 
are allowed as a charge against 
profits, and would b.e present 
even in non-inflationary condi¬ 
tions. In the present inflation- 
ary conditions, the distortion 
has' been veiy much magnified, 
both because money rates of 
interest have risen and be¬ 
cause, since the special relief 


measures introduced by the 
Chancellor in November, 1974,' 
stfidk appreciation has been 
largely exempted from current 
taxation, even wben stocks are 
partly financed by borrowing. 

The present system of com¬ 
pany taxation now discriminates 
very heavily in favour of highly- 
geared companies and against 
banks and financial institutions 
which bold mainly monetary 
assets. 

Ideally, one would want the 
independent taxation of com¬ 
panies to' be eliminated alto¬ 
gether. If this is thought too 
much to ask, both the discrim¬ 
ination in favour of highly- 
geared companies and the rate 
of independent taxation itself 
can still be very substantially 
reduced at no cost to the Ex¬ 
chequer whatever. 

In order to indicate the 
nature of the reform, required, 
It will be necessary to refer to 
the debate that has followed the 
poblication of the Sandilands 
^Report. . . . . 

It 'will be recalled that the 
committee recommended that 
.all holding gains should be 
-taken out of the profit and. loss 
account, while interest charges 
should remain in as a charge 
against profits. Many of us 
have taken the view that these 
proposals would result in the 
serious understatement of pro-, 
fits, and have suggested various 
amendments. 

The amendments proposed 
differ in detail, but the differ¬ 
ences are not veiy significant, 
and all would have broadly the 
same effect. Some have sugges¬ 
ted the making of dPP adjust¬ 
ments in respect of financial 
assets and liabilities, while 
others, including myself, would 
-prefer to .bring the. geared 
fraction of the. holding gains 
back into the profit and loss 
account. If the latter suggestion 
were adopted, it would be 
necessary at the same time to 
make some special adjustment 
in respect of financial assets, 
in order to meet the require¬ 
ments of banks and other 
financial institutions. 

In their broad effects, the 
present stop-gap arrangements 
for corporation tax approxi¬ 
mate the system that would 
prevail if tax were based 
entirely on Sandilands profits. 
The main difference is : that, - 
in the special relief measures 
introduced in November 1974, 
the taxation of profits repre¬ 


sented by stock .appreciation 
was only deferred! and not 
aljolisbed. Strictly speaking 
also, the stock relief was not 
restricted to stock appreciation, 
but--I shall ignore this point, 
especially since the Sandilands 
Committee have recommended 
that it should be so restricted 
'in future. 

1 shall have more to say about 
the deferred, tax liability lafer. 
For the moment, I -am.con¬ 
cerned to make the point that 
the basing of corporation rax 
on Sandilands profits would 
discriminate in favour of_ the 
geared-up company in much the 
. same way as the present 
arrangements do. 

If' one wishes to reduce thrs 
discrimination, all one has to 
do is to bring the geared gains, 
or alternatively the CPP adjust¬ 
ments in respect of financial 
assets and liabilities, into the 
calculation of taxable profits. 
Since this measure would en- 
. large rbe rax base "very con¬ 
siderably. if coal a and should' 
be accompanied by a reduction 
in the rate of corporation tax. 
.,50 as to bring doyp^ tht'rate'qf '" 
-independent taxation of com¬ 
panies. t si 

In order to giveihiighlx-geared 
companies' time to reduce their 
gearing in orderly fashion, it 
ir^ay be thought wise to intro¬ 
duce this reform gradually, or 
perhaps better still to announce 
in advance irs introduction in 
. a year or two’s time. 

In any case, a reform on the 
above lines, Though clearly de¬ 
sirable, is not rhe most urgear¬ 
thing that needs to be done. 
The more urgent ipatter is to 
’ ■■'ith the • deferred tax 
liability ou profits from 'stuck 
appreciation. This should be 
abolished altogether, 'and as 
- soon as possible/Even though 
its abolition would probably 
make verv little difference to 
the immediate cash flow of com¬ 
panies or to the revenues of 
the Exchequer, the piling-up on 
the. wrong side of the balance- 
sheet of a very substantial ae- 
ferred tax .liability is quite 
menacing for the future of 
British industry, and can lead 
only to the -ossification of tne 
industrial structure. 

I do not see how it .can fail 
to depress the market values 
of shares below what they 
would otherwise be. Corporate 
financial viability in Professor 
Merrert’s sense 'will be made 


extremely- difficult if not im¬ 
possible. Little-or-no inyest- .

Swiss seek a new vehicle for foreign 
exchange market intervention 




Sometime later this month a 
delegation from the Swiss 
National Bank will travel to 
Frankfurt, West Germany, to 
study idxe operations of the 
official foreign exchange. 
market there. 

At first sight it seems rather 
odd that the National Bank in 
Zurich should' show- such 
interest in an institution which’ 
many consider just a historical 
leftover and which, from a tech¬ 
nical viewpoint, has been 
obsolete for many years. 

The Frankfurt Foreign Ex¬ 
change Bourse, which is housed 
in the main stock exchange 
building and opens for an hour 
between one o’clock and two 
o’clock every weekday, handles 
only a fraction of the foreign 
currency business .transacted 
daily in West Germany. Most of 
the dealing is . transacted by 
telephone just las in Zurich or 
London. 

But for the Swiss central 
bank, ah official foreign ex¬ 
change bourse with its own 
market place has p otfaer attrac¬ 
tions. It feels that' the creation 
of a market like Frankfurt in 
Zurich could add.transparency 
to foreign exchange dealing in 
general and give the Swiss- 
authorities a greater control 
over the exchange race of che 
franc and therefore the man¬ 
agement of ihe economy. 

For the Swiss authorities the 
size .of the Zurich foreign ex¬ 
change market has become a 


mixed blessing. It is an 
important source of bank earn¬ 
ings which in turn boost the 
country’s invisible export?. But 
the national bank feels that its 
volume in relation to the small 
size of the national economy 
has enhanced the erratic move-' 
meats of the Swiss franc and 
contributed . to . the franc’s 
strengthr—two factors which- 
make life difficult for the 
country’s export industry. 

To hold down the franc’s 
parity, last year' the Swiss 
National Bank had to spend well 
over 9,000m francs (£l,700m) in 
currency intervention to 'even 
out such erratic movements and 
according to Union Bank of 
Switzerland had to buy no less 
than $600m (about £300m) in 
the First week of this year. 

Such figures, forced on the 
bank to protect export indus¬ 
tries, make a mockery of the 
argument that a floating cur¬ 
rency gives a country’s authori¬ 
ties control over their domestic 
money supply. 

The National Bank in Zurich 
is well aware that It cannot 
stand against a fundamental 
trend in the exchange rate of 
the franc and in thinking of 
setting up a foreign exchange 
bourse is not advocating an 
alternative to the present tele¬ 
phone business, which will con¬ 
tinue as before from morning 
to evening.

Switzerland already has a 
complex battery of controls and 
disincentives ranging from 
negative interest rates on non 
residents money holdings in 
Switzerland, through limitations 
qn the sale of forward francs 
to foreigners to the lowest bank' 
and Lombard rates among the 
developed nations of the West 
—respectively 2.5 and 3.5 per 
cent.
